WILL CANADA GIVE UP? 





The Treaty to Regard to the 
Boundary Said to Give Us 
the Worst of it. 


Feb, 28.—(Special)—An ex 
amination of the treaty just signed at | 
Washingt@n by Sir Jullan 
and Mr. Secretary Olney for 
limitation of the boundary between 
the Northwest Territories and Alaska 
makes a surrender to the United States 
in the matter of territory which it 
would be well for the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to consider before assenting 
to the raufication of the treaty. As is 
well known, the l4ist meridian of west 
jongitude is, by treaty, the line of de- 
mavkation between British and Ame- 


rican territory in the far northwest of 
this continemt.

United States surveyors, under tne 
charge of Mr, W. IF. King, astronomer 
for the Dominion, and Gen, Dutheld, 
Chief of the Geouetic and Coast Sur- 
vey of the United States, the summit 
of Mount St. Elias is agreed to be 
Zdl miles cast of the Mist meridian; , 
that is, itis nearly 2 1-2 miles from the 
Ainerican boundary and in Canadian 
territory. A portion of the west slope, 
however, js on United States soil, in 
place of defining the boundary on the 
l4lst meridian, the treaty provides that 
the line shall be run northward from 
the summit of Mount St. Elias for 20 
miles until it there strikes the l4lst 
meridian Inother words, Canada is 
giving to the United States a strip of 
territory 2 1-2 miles wide at the base 
and running northward for 20 miles 
gradually narrowing until it strikes 
the 14ist meridian, In this territory 
there may be untold wealth. Why, 
then, shguid Canada concede this to 
our neighbors? In the past, when 
boundary questions haye arisen be- 
tween Canada and ‘tthe United States, 
this country has generally come out 
of the small end of the horn, as, for 
instance, In regard to the boundary in 
Maine and that abortion known as the 
“Northwest Angle." It may be con- 
tended that the summit of Mount St. 
Elias, as an initial point from which 
to run the boundary, would be more 
readily recognizable than a row of 
mounds, pillars or monuments, but the 
principle is the same. It is a sur- 
render of Canadian territory for which 
there appears to be absolutely no 
necessity. This is a defect in the 
treaty in regard to which the Cana- 
dian Parliament should speak with no 
uncertain sound. 

The duty imposed “upon the com- 
missioners to be appolnted by the two 
Governments under the treaty will be 
@n arduous one, and the work will 
take years to perform. From the vi- 
cinity of Mount St. Blias northward for 
probably 500 miles the line will have 
to be run and marked every few 
miles with distinctive marks, elther by 
earth mounds, cairns or ‘tron pillars. 
On the international boundary between 
the State of New York, Vermont and 
the Bastern Townships the boundary 
is defined by iron pillars, six feet high,

SUPERLATIVES IN CLIMATE. 


Parts of the Country That Take the Cake 
for One Pecullarity or Another. 


I have run about the United States 
a good deal for the last thirty years 
and have made memory notes of such 
climatic peculiarities as have come 
under my observation. 

The place having the widest range 
of temperature of any with which I 
am familiar is Fort Keogh, In the 
Yellowstone Valley. Not infrequently 
jn the winter the mercury tumbles 
down to 50 degrees below zero, and 
it has been known In summer to climb 
up to 120 degrees above. Here is an 
extreme range of 170 degrees, and yet 
people manage to live very comfortably 
there the year around. In the early 
summer the grass on the plains and 
hills turns brown and yellow and all 
green vanishes from “the wide land- 
scape, except where a fringe of cot- 
tonwood trees skirts a watercourse. It 
js a peculiarity of the extreme high 
temperature in the arid regions, that 
you do not perspire at all—that is, you 
do not sensibly perspire. The moisture 
is all evaporated from your skin as 
fast as it is formed by the extreme 
dryness of the alr. The heat fs not 
nearly so oppressive, however, as it is 
at a temperature of 89 or 90 degrees 
along the Atlantic seaboard. If you 
are Indoors or under the shade of a 
tree you are quite comfortable. Any- 
thing that will break the flerce rays of 
the sun is sufficient to relieve you 
from all oppression from the highest 
temperature. Traveling some years 
ago across the hot billowy plain of the 
great basin of the Columbia with a 
camping party looking up a route for 
a railroad, we came to a huge colum- 
nar rock of black basalt. The day was 
intensely hot. We stopped the team, 
and throwing ourselves down on the 
shady side of the rock, we recalled the 
phrase in the Bible about “‘the shadow 
of a great rock in a weary land,” and 
realized that a IHittle shade meant as 
much to the people of arid Palestine 
ac to us tired travelers in arid Am- 
er'ca. 

The hottest place in the United States 
is unquestionably Death Valley, in 
Southern California. It is about 200 
feet below the sea level and is rimmed 
around with black, bare mountains. 
Birds flying across this valley in the 
heated seasons often drop dead. Borax 
{s found here, but the mining pro- 
cesses cease in the heats of mid- 
summer. I read somewhere of a party 
of men who entered the valley in 
July, knowing nothing of the deadly 
heat, and who preserved their lives 
by lying all day in the water of a lit- 
tle stream that came out of the moun- 
tains and was soon dried up in the 
fierce rays of the sun. They were glad 
to escape under the cooling shades of 
night. 

The rainest place in the United 
States is Neah Bay, on the Strait of 
Fuca, in the State of Washington. It 
actually rains every day in the year, 
and the total annual precipitation ia 
nearly 100 Inches. There is an Indian 
reservation on the bay. The natives 
have a very pretty knack of making 
ornamental basins and carving wooden 
bowls, which they decorate with high 
colors. They make long, graceful 
canoes from the trunks of cedar trees, 
which they hollow out with Infinite 
| labor and with the ald of fire. 
| “The most remarkable climatic barrier 
in the United States is that of the 
Cascade Mountains in Washington. In 
winter time the rallway train toils up 
the easter slope of these mountains 
between walls of snow higher than the 
roofs of the cars in a long winding lane 
scooped out by the rotary plow. Once 
through the tunnel on the Northern 
Pacific, or over the switchback on the 
Great Northern, you suddenly leave 
, Winter behind you, and, whirling down 

the western slope of the mountains, In 
less than an hour you meet the full 
spring. The grass is green, water 
fowl swim on the rivers and bays, the 
crows are holding their annual conven- 
‘ tions in the tree tops with much ora- 
torical clamor, and when you arrive 
at Tacoma you find the flowers bloom- 
ing in the dooryards. The change seems 
magical and is as great as if you 
should start from Chicago in January 
and travel to the Gulf of Mexico, yet 
the whole distance you have traversed 
to bring about this wonderful trans- 
formation is less than 100 miles. 
The most peculiar climatic region 
with which I am familiar is the Puget 

Sound basin, In the State of Washing- 
ton. It is separated from the ocean on 
the west by the rugged snow-clad 
range of the Olympic Mountains, and 
its eastern boundary fs the still loftier 
range of the Cascades. The sound Is 
connected with the Pacific by the 
broad strait of Juan de Fuca, and up 
this strait pours a great volume of 
moist air, brought by the Japan cur- 
rent from far out to sea. The moun- 
tains of Vancouver Island on one side 
end the Olymplea on the other make 
of the strait an enormous funnel, and 
the moisture-laden winds are condens- 
ed against the cold, anowy ranges on 
cither hand, and are precipitated in 
frequent showers upon the shores of 
the sound. It rarely snows there, but 
{tf rains a little almost every day from 
October to June. The result is to pro- 
duce a dense vegetable growth In the 
forest consisting of immense trees 
firs, hemlocks, spruces and cedars—and 
of undergrowth #06 dense that it is al- 
most impossible to force your way 
through it without hard work with an 
ax: A St, Paul man of my acquaint. | 
ance went out to that region last fall 
to see what he called his farm. He 
owns a tract of land five or alx miles 
from Olympla, the capital of the state, 
and had often bensted about that farm 
to his acquaintances. He aet out from 
Olynipla on horseback to view tho 
land, but after three hours hard etrug- 
glo In the forest he turned back with- 
out even getting steht of his ponac 
sions. and was followed os far as the 
clearing bY accougar, wiileb, hastened 
his progress by ita dismal and menac- 
ing howls.—Ohicago TMimes-Horald.

WOMAN OUTLIVES MAN. 


Has Greater Vital Tenacity, But Cannot 
Stand Drink So Well. 


Of the fourteen reputed centenarians 

who died during the past year no few- 
er than eleven were women, says The 
{Illustrated . : News. Out of the 
188 persons who were declared as over 
ninety years of uge at death, 108 were 
women. ‘Che superior longevity of the 
female sex is a well-established fact. 
To some extent it depends, of course, 
on thelr more sheltered method of liv- 
ing, but by no means exclusively, a5 
the women of the laboring classes 
show a great vital tenacity as well as 
those who have an easy time of it in 
the world. The vital power of girls 
is displayed in babyhood, for though 
about 104 boys are born to every 100 
girls, the females have more than over- 
taken the deficiency before the end of 
the first year. In other words, the 
belief of old nurses that “boys are 
harder to rear than girls’ is a true 
one, 
For the first time, another point in 
vital statistics as between the sexes 
has recently been investigated. This ts 
the relative periods of sickness in life. 
It is only lately that there have been 
any female friendly societies, and 
hence the statistics as to the days of 
illness among women haye been large- 
ly conjectured. But if these figures 
are to be received as reliable, women 
have more days of non-fatal sickness 
in the year on @n average than men 
at all periods of life, except between 
fifty and sixty. 

Apropos, a very curious fact has heen 
unearthed by a private committee ap- 
pointed by the leading life assurance 
societies. The subject of their in- 
quiries was the mortality of persons 
engaged in the liquor trades. It Is 
well established that the publicans are 
at the lowest point In the list of dan- 
gerous trades. This, you understand, 
ja not teetotal talk, but fact, and it Is 
curious, because publicans cannot be 
drunkards—a man who ts not sober, a4 
that term is generally received, soon 
lowes his license. But the new fact 
revealed by the assurance societies 
committee is yet more inexplicable ; it 
ia that the wo. » mare engaged 
on thelr own account in the sale of 
drink are not nearly so Injuriously af 
fected by it aa men, As any excers of 
indulgence in alcohol 1s undoubtedly 
far more injurious to the female or- 
ganization than to the male, it can 
only be concluded that the women who 
tuke the responsibility of a license up- 
on themselves are endowed with rreat- 
er selGoontrol and moral strength than 
thelr compeers of the other sex 

Women aubmitted to the temptation 
of the trade in their capacity of wives 
however, do not come out 80 well, Bar- 
maids also are affected unfavorably 
by their occupation,

CONSULAR CERTIFICATES. 





New Tariff on Ontario Goods to go Into Effect 
March 1. 


Business men are discussing & now ar- 
rangement in connection with United 
States consular certificates on outward 
goods, which it is said will go into effect 
on March 1, says the Toronto News, and 
which will make a big reduction in the 
price paid by shippers for the certificates. 

Under the present arrangements on 
shipments, the Consul makes out the 
certificate in triplicate, one copy being 
sent to Washington, one to the border and 
one he retains. For these certificates on 
oods valued over $100, a charge of about 

3 was made, Several inerchants who 
had shipments yalued over $100 and less 
than $200, to avoid paying the $3, would 
make two consignments. 

By the new regulation it is understood 
the skipper will make out the documents 
himself and these willbe signed by the 
Consul for a fee of about 10 or 15 conts.

GREENHOUSE AMATEURS, 


Joseph Meehan Gives Some 


Itints Yor Work, 


Excollont 


Many a country residence has a 
greenhouse attached to it, and in It 
there should be a little place reserved 
for propagating a few plants Aside 
from supplying plants for summer 
bedding, there ds great pleasure In the 


labors connected with a cutting bed, 
and many find it as much satisfaction 
as in secing large grown plants. It 
do not need much space to permit 


the propagation of quite a lot of plants. 
A space of three or four square feet 
may be ample. This should be locat- 
ed in a warm, shaded aide of the house, 


on one of the benches. It should be 
Milled with sand, as clean as can be 
obtained. That from a sand-pit is 


more free from vegetable matter than 
that from a roadside, and is therefore 
less Hable to become a host for fungus. 

In such a bed roses, fuchsias, ger- 
aniums, hellotropes, coleus, lantanas, 
abutilons and like plants can be easily 
rooted. Fuchsia cuttings are obtained 
from old plants encouraged to grow 
by placing them in heat. When there 
are young shoots on these plants of 
from two to three inches in length 
they are fit to use for cuttings. Placed 
in the sand bed spoken of, and shaded 
from the sun, they soon root. They 
are then to be potted, and shifted on 
from pot to pot as they grow. Such 
plants bloom splendidly in early spring, 
and in every way are better than old 
plants. 

Roses of all kinds root freely in the 
bed, but the cuttings should come from 
plants already growing inside, and half 
ripened wood should be used. Small 
side shoots root readily, and appear 
to make just as good plants as the 
stronger ones do, The cuttings should 
be put in now; then by the time spring 
comes there will be nice plants, and 
those of the everblooming section will 
make as good plants for outdoor 
flowering as can be obtained. 

Old plants of gerantume should have 
their branches cut into lengths of 
about three inches, They root readily, 
and if potted afterward and encourag- 
ed to grow, they are of good size for 
bedding when spring comes. 

Beside the use of the bed for the in- 
sertion of the many cuttings desired 
to be propagated, it Is useful for hold- 
ing pots or pans of seeds. At this sea- 
son of the year It will be flower seeds; 
later on, vegetables, Pansies sown 
now give nice plants for early out- 
door bedding, to embellish flower beds 
before more tender plants can be 
trusted out of doors. English daisies, 
forget-me-nots, lobellas, verbenas and 
the like, can be sown, and later on 
petunia and sage, and plants that 
come to the flowering stage quickly. 
There are many herbaceous plants 
which are increased indoors to good 
advantage. The larspur, hollyhock, 
gaillardias, marsh mallows and wild 
asters and goldenrods, which if sown 
out of doors in spring do not flower 
the first year, will flower in their first 
season if plants are raised from seeds 
sown now, 

The chrysanthemum, too, has to be 
thought of a long time in advance. 
The little shoots which spring up 
about the base of old plants should be 
taken off and inserted in the sand. 
They root readily, and are then to be 
porte and grown on for the coming 

all. 

The heat of the greenhouse should 
not be great in midwinter, as most 
Plants are the better for a little rest, 
But with the close of the year a Httle 
hicher temperature may be maintained 
to start growth, and with this growth 
will come the flowers.—Joseph Meehan.

USEFUL AFTER DEATH. 





Pert Played by the Carcass of a Horse 
in the Commercial World. 


The leg bones are very hard and 
white and are used for handles of 
pocket and table cutlery. 

The tail and mane are especially 
valuable and from these are made the 
hair cloth of commerce. 

The ribs and head are burned to 
make bone black, after they have been 
treated for the glue that is in them. 

The phosphate of lime, acted upon 
by sulphuric acid and calcined with 
carbon, produces phosphorus for lucl- 
fer matches. 

The short hair taken from the hide 
is used to stuff cushions and horse col- 
lars; thus the dead are made to min- 
ister to the comfort of the living. 

The hide furnishes a waterproof 
leather known to the trade as cordo- 
van, and is used for the manufacture 
ef high-class hunting and wading 
boots. 

There is an animal oil yielded in 
the cooking process which is a deadly 
polson, and enters into the composition 
of many Insecticides and vermifuges. 

In the calcining of horses bones the 
vapors arising are condensed and form 
the chief source of carbonate of am- 
monia, which constitutes the base of 
nearly all ammoniacal salts. 

The hoofs of the animal are removed 
and after being boiled to extract the 
oil from them the horny substance is 
shipped to the manufacturers of combs 
and what are known as Mikado goods. 

The bones to make glue are dissolv- 
ed in muriatic actd, which takes the 
phosphate of lime away, the soft ele- 
ment retaining the shape of the 
bone is dissolved in boiling water, cast 
inte squares and dried on nets, 





Keep the Heus Scratobing. 


The great secret of securing eggs is 
really no secret, for every experienced 
persons knows that everything depends 
upon the conditions, It is not always 
the breed or the feed that makes the 
hen lay. The main point is not to make 
a laying fat hen. If you have hens for 
market that are to be fatted, remove 
your laying hens. Keep the market 
hens confined closely, but keep your 
laying hens at work. The secret (if it 
js a secret) of making hens lay Is to 
have them always busy at scratching. 
It is something they should be com- 
pelled to do from the time they come 
off the roost in the morning until they 
go on again at night. The laying hen 
46 a scratohing hen, The idle, lazy hen 
never lays. Do not forget the fact.— 
Farmer's Voice. 





Examine the Seed Potatoos, 


The eaniier the potatoes can be start- 
ed the better, as it Is the hot, dry 
weather that damages them, It is 
now customary to sprout the small 
potatoes before planting, handling 
them carefully, in order to secure an 
early start. Now fg the time to look 
over the seed potatoes, throwing out 
every one that shows the = silghtest 
signs of rot, and every potato used for 
seed should be carefully examined, Do 
not use seed that came from land 
where rot haa occurred, Better pro- 
cure sound seed from elsewhere, even 
if the cost is increased by go doing.

Degrees Will be Granted to Ladies, Gut 
They are Barred From Membership. 


London, March 1.—The report of the 
syndicate appointed by the University 
of Cambridge to consider the question 
of granting degrees to women was 
presented to the University authorities 
to-day. Though the committee are not 
in favor of admitting women to mem- 
bership in the University, they recom- 
mend that the degree of :bachelor of 
arts be conferred by diploma upon 
women who have passed the final tri- 
pos, and that in due course such wo- 
men may proceed to the degree of mas- 
ter of arts. The committee also de- 
cides that the University may grant 
honorary degrees in arts, law, létters, 
science and music to women who have 
not complied with the usual condi- 
tions, but who have been recom- 
mended for such degrees by the Coun- 
i of the Senate.

Wcents, 








AN INTERESTING DOG, 


FOR STATELINESS NO BREED COMES 
-UP TO THE BLOODHOUND, 


Some Facts About the Variety Which 
Are Not Generally Known—How Well 
Trained Animals Follow a Trail—Not- 


able Examples, 


For stateliness of appéirance no 
breed of dog is comparable to the 
bloodhound, says The Sketch, while 


the stories attending its unerring pur- 
Suit of its quarry have furnished the 
novelist with material of the most ex- 
citing character. But it isa ficlion to 
associate the bloodhound with ferocity. 
He never worries or manglées what he 
tracks down, His vocation Is to find, 
and to find only, whether engaged 
in pursuit of man or wounded de:r. 
The bloodhound has figured in history 
from time immemorial, and no breed 
of dogs has preserved its characteristic 
points so persistently. The high, point- 
ed cranium, the long pendulous ears, 
the ample dewlap, the wrinkled fore- 
head, the overhanging flews, and even 
the red haw, or third eyelid—commonly 
called the sealing-wax—may be traced 
more or less in the Talbot hound, in 
the modern fox-hound, the otterhound, 
the basset, the French dachshund and 
in the Swedish beagle, which last is 
a miniature bloodhound, though light- 
er in build. The Count le Conteaulx 
de Cantelen, in his work “Les Races 
des Chiens Courans Francais,” harks 
back to the famous St. Hubert hounds, 
black and white, as the recognized pro- 
genitors of the breed. The present 
Writer was particularly impressed by 
the strong bloodhound type which 
characterized the packs of French: 
hounds from the various provinces ex- 
hibited in the international show In 
Paris in the year 1878. However, it 
will be more interesting to leave specu- 
lative discussion and come to the re- 
gions of fact. In borderland history 
bloodhounds were cumpulsorily main- 
tained by each hamlet for tracking the 
moss troopers after their raids, and 
till comparatively lately the rural con- 
stabulary in England employed blood- 
hounds to trace sheep and poultry 
stealers. In Bedale a police superin- 
tendent not long ago had a wonder 
ful hound named Voltigeur, which 
could find its master wherever he 
might be and at any hour of the night. 
And this reference suggests the inverse 
remark that the bloodhound, even 4s 
& pup, Will pick up the trail of a stran- 
ger quite easily, and perhaps more 
eagerly than that of his master. 
Another interesting fact is that the 
bloodhound, when alone, hunts mute, 
but when hunting in a pack, he makes 
music of most delightful melody. His 
tracking instinct is so keen that he 
hunts the "c! =n shoe’ as well, if not 
better, than \,..cu the foot of the fugi- 
tive has been purposely fouled, and It 
is a pretty sight to watch a trained 
hound following his quarry over 4 
fence if the pursued has gone that way, 
or under the rails, if such has been his 
course, The training of bloodhounds 
has not been very persistently follow- 
ed of late years, but there hfive been 
several important trails at Boxmoor 
and at Alaxandra palace to wit. It 
is noteworthy to remark that the trail 
at Boxmoor came off when deep snow 
Was on the ground, and that while 
snow was actually falling the hounds 
laid on were equally persistent in trac 
ing the quarry, A well trained blood- 
hound will follow for five miles even 
after six hours have elapsed since the 
fugitive started, and although many 
other trails may have crossed the 
track, But he is frequently at fault 
over stone flags. It was for this rea 
son that the pursuit of Jack the Rip- 
per by bloodhounds, at one time moot 
ed, was, after a trial, discarded. It 
was the late Mr. J. Bell's Countess 
which served as a model to Landseer 
for his bloodhound in “Dignity and 
Impudence,” and also for his “Sleeping 
Bloodhound,” while the late Sir John 
Millais’ Cromwell! figured in more than 
one of that artista pictures, Other 
fine hounds have been Lauth XL, Heec- 
tor II. and Danger. ‘The bloodhound’s 
aristocratic appearance, his invariable 
good temper and his watchfulness com~ 
mend him to social notice, while the 
vulgar idea regarding his ferocity ren 
ders him an Invaluable companion for 
ladies and children against the unnoy= 
ances incidental to the genus “tramp.

the Jength, as a cloth whl wear almost 


twice as long the placeg where the 
center fold comes and those that come 
over the edges of the tuble are chang- 


ed when they show signe of wear by 
cutting off a few inches from one end 

When past mending, it will well re- 
pay the thme required to cut out the 
best portions of a cloth and hem them, 
to be used as occasion requires for 
covering bread or cake, or to be used 
as towels for wiping glass or allver. If 
two or three layers of the thinner por- 





tlons are stitched together, passing 
back and forth several times, they 
make very nice soft dishcloths, and 


will last much longer if used in any 
other way. In selecting tablecloths for 
everyday wear, the soft German makes 
give excellent satisfaction, Unleas an 
extrnu-fine linen ts to be bought, it is 
best to choose some pattern that close- 
ly covers the ground. Napkins to 
match in pattern come with most 
tablecloths. 

Table linen of course should be hem- 
med by hand. A very satisfactory 
way is to fold as for ordinary hemming, 
then fold once more in such a manner 
that the edges of the hem come against 
the body of the cloth, and then hem as 
if sewing an over and over seam. In 
this way the thread used in hemming 
lies the same way ag those woven in 
the cloth, and hardly shows at all. A 
letter in old English or script can be 
worked in the corner of each napkin. 
It should be about an inch long and 
done with linen floss. 

Sheets should be at least two and a 
half yards long, made with a two-inch 
hem on one end and a narrow one on 
the other 

Sheets that show signs of wearing 
thin along the center can be torn down 
the middle, the outside edges over- 
handed together and the sides hem- 
med with a narrow hem, All wornout 
sheets and pillowcases should be care- 
fully saved for use in cases of illness 
where soft, old muslin !s often so sorely 
needed, 

Pillowslips will wear much longer if 
cut large enough to slip easily over 
the pillow. They are now usually cut 
long enough not to require elther but- 
tons or tapes to fasten them. The 
edge is often finished with a cluster of 
tucks above a wide hem, a scant ruffle 
of embroidery or a lace edge. If the 
esheets and pillowcases are of linen, 
they are always hemstitched. 

Plain all-white towels with a hem- 
etitched hem are the present fancy. 
Very nice fine huckaback toweling can 
be purchased very cheaply by the yard, 
and the hemming done as “pick up 
work” at home. Some large Turkish 
bath towels should always form part 
of the outfit of every bath or bed- 
room. 

Where there ts no bath-room, and the 
bath must be taken In the bed-room 
a bathing rug wil prove a great con- 
venience. It should be about a yard 
and a half square. The upper side is 
made of Turktsh toweling and the 
underside of heavy colored cotton flan- 
nel. The two are tied together here 
and there, the tle coming on the under- 
side with colored linen floss. The edge 
can be simply bound with braid or 
worked around in buttonhole stitch 
with yarn, or a scallop can be crochet- 
ed. 
Any woman who habitually spends 
any number of hours daily in house- 
work or sewing should provide herself 
with clothes suitable for such work. 
After she once experiences the comfort 
of this plan she will never be gullty 
of “wearing out garments,” in such 
work intended for different uses. 

Good and comfortable styles for 
making working dresses are elther a 
princess wrapper, which fits snugly, or 
a short, round skirt and blouse waist, 
the skirt sewed on the belt of the 
waist. Good patterns for either can 
be bought very cheaply and will last 
for years. Such dresses for wear next 
summer can as well be made now as 
later, and the same with the children’s 
clothes. Even Dame Fashion is kind 
to mothers now, find pretty plain 
dresses are stylish for both baby girls 
and their older sisters. 


House jackets are much worn and al- 
low the dress waist to be kept fresh 
and neat. For early spring and cool 
summer days, they are made of some 
pretty colored wool goods. Very nice 
material, forty inches wide, can be 
bought for fifty cents a yard, three 
yards being sufficient for a jacket. 
They are generally made over a tight- 
fitting lining with one box or a cluster 
of side plaits In the back, which are 
fastened at the neok and at the waist 
line.

For 
wearing on warm summer days, they 
are made of lawn, India silk or dainty 
gingham. 








Cooking Without Eggs. 

At this season of the year, when 
eges are a scarcity, it becomes the 
etudy of the housewife how to use as 
few as possible in cooking, and convert 
as many as is practicable into cash, 
She thus finds that it Is less impera- 
tive than she had supposed that pies 
and puddings should contain the exact 
number of eggs called for in the recipe, 
Cookies may be made absolutely with- 
out eggs by using brown sugar In- 
stead of white, If granulated white 
sugar is used without eggs the cookles 
come out of the oven heavy, but if 
brown Is used the cookies are as light 


as it is possible to make with erRs. 
Perhaps the difference is duc to the 
fact that brown sugar Is of finer grain 
than white Pumpkin pies can be 
made as well without eggs as with 
them by adding a little more pumpr

ly and concisely explained the scheme, 
pointing out the advantages which the

the Erie or even the st. Lawrence, @ 
far as grain-carvying ls concerned, and 
the enormous impetus which would 
bo given to development in northern 
Ontario, In substance, his request 
was that the Government should pass 
an order in Council! promising aid to 
the extent of $250,000 per annum fo; 
20 years after the canal was complet- 
ed and opened for traffic, The cost 
of the canal would be about $16,000,000 








for a 10-foot draft. 
The other speakers were: W R 
White. Q.C., Pembroke; A. J. Jeffery, 


Arnprior; President Foster of the Pem- 
broke Board of ‘Trade; Sir Jame 
Grant, Mayor ‘Thomas Murray of 
Pembroke; C. R,. Deviin, M-P., R. W. 
Shepherd of the Ottawa and Montreal 
Navigation Company, and W. J. Pou- 
pore, M.P. 

The Premier, in reply, said the canal 
project was not a new one, Within 
his memory, he did not remember 4 
day when he had not heard of this 
scheme. It was a more living project 
30 years ago, perhaps, than 10 or 1b 
years ago. As soon as construction of 
railways commenced, then, seemingly, 
this scheme was laid aside, It was 
true, however, as one speaker had 
pointed out, that the Ottawa River 
100 years or more ago had been the 
ereat artery of communication between 
the East and West on the Continent 
of America. The sum asked for by Mr. 
Stewart in the way of bonus, represent 
ed a capital of $6,000,000. This was a 
pretty large sum. Although the soheme 
was a good one the Government at 
present had many. other schemes be- 
fore it. The demands before the Gov- 
ernment for subsidies at the present 
time exceeded $50,000,000 and the depu- 
tation would realize that it is quite 
impossible for the Government all at 
once to satisfy these demands, In due 
time the Government hoped to give the 
factlities required in every part of the 
country, but he was not prepared to- 
day to say that thep could do this im- 
mediately. This question has been con- 
sidered from the standpoint of public 
revenue and public interests. He prom- 
ised that the matter should be laid 
before his coHeagues. 

Mr. Blair said this project was to him 
an entirely new one, and he was bound 
to say the deputation had made a great 
effect upon his mind. te realized ful- 
ly the magnificent possibilities of this 
country, but it would be necessary for 
the Government to act wisely and pru- 
dently with regard to any undertak- 
ings which they mignt promote, ap- 
Plying a calm and careful judgment to 
them. If thts were done there would 
be no mistake made In lending sup- 
port to this enterprise. The Govern- 
ment was deeply sensitive of its duties 
and thelr action would only be re- 
Stricted by the measure in which they 
would receive the approbation of the 
country. 

Sir Oliver Mowat said the scheme 
Was not unfamillar to him. When he 
was Premier of Ontario his Government 
thought it was not one that they could 
aid at that particular time. He joking- 
iy remarked that the Conservatives 
had been considering this question for 
18 years and now a Liberal Govern- 
Ment was expected to take it up and 
push it through in less than 18 months 
after taking office. He was giad to 
know that the Liberal Government was 
appreciated so highly. Neither he nor 
his colleagues were afraid of larg 
schemes, but they have to act cau- 
tlousiy and prudently. 

Mr. Scott, speaking as an Ottawa 
Valley man, said he nad always been 
& warm supporter of this enterprise. 
He was surprised, however, that Mon- 
treal did not take more interest in it, 
as that port would benefit by it more 
than any other city along the route. 
He mentioned that the cost of insur- 
ance of vessels on the Great Lakes 
would pay half the interest on the 
capital requircd to buwld this canal. 


As to the great possibilities of the 
route he thought tnis was amply 
denmronstrated by the fact that the 


Sault Canal in seven or eight months 
carried more traffic than did the Suez 
Canal, which was open all the year 
round. He was warmly in favor of the 
enterprise.

TORKISH GENDARMES MUTINY- 


They Wanted Their Buck Pay and Threat- 
ened to Barn the Town if They 
Didn't Get 1t- One OMicer Killed 


Canea March 2.—The Turkish gendarmes 
in this city refused yesterday to perform 
further duty unless they were at once pald 
15 months’ arrears of wages. The money, 
of course, was not pald, for the reason 
that the officials did not have it. To-day 
the men openly mutinied, threatening to 
burn the town and massacre the Inhabi- 
tunts. This afternoon Major Bor, the Irish 
officer who commands the gendarmerie, 
Sununoned the mutineers to assemble, 
Trouble being expected, British marines 
and French, Itallan, Russian, German and 
Austrian sallors were ranged In the square 
in front of the site of the palace of the 
Governor, which was butned a few days 
ugo. The mutineers, who numbered about 
45, were addressed by Major Bor, who 
ofiered to pay them Immediately three 
months’ arrears on account. The offer 
Was refused. The men were then com- 
manded to lay down thelr arms, but they 
refused to do 80, 

Major Bor repeated the order three tines, 
but no attefition was pald to it. Another 
oMicer then laid bis hand upon the shoul- 
der of the nearest gendarme, saylng, “Lay 
down your rific.’’ Immediately a yolce | 
from behind cried, “Don't give in. Fire, 
gendarmes!" Then several shots were dis- 
charged, one of them killing a Turkish © 
colonel who was standing by Major Bor's 
side. Thereupon the Russians were order. 
ed by thelr commanding officer to advance 
and fre upon the mutineers, The British 
marines were ordered to make ready, but 
they did not recelve the command to fire. 
The gendarmes replied to the fire of the , 
Russians, woundiny an Italian sailor, Then 
five of the mutincers having fallen, the 
gendarmes ylelded. In the confusion the 
leaderg of the mutiny managed to escape. 
The remainder were surrounded by the 
foreign sallors and marines, and were soon 
lodged in prison. : 

Major Bor assured the men that they will + 
all be released with the exception of those 
who frst fired. Two of the mutineers 
were killed and two others are dying from 
their wounds, The affair created the most 
Intense excitement in the town, where Col. 
Sulelman Bey, the Turkish officer who was 
killed, was greatly liked. His murderers 
are confined on bourd the British warship 
Barfleur. A lieutenant-colonel and some 
other officers were wounded by the fire of 
the mutineers, 








Kvacuation Demanded 


London, March 2.—The Athens correspon- 
dent of The Dally News telegraphed that 
the diplomats this evening presented an 
identical note to M. Skouzes, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, demanding the evacuation 
of Crete by the Greek forces within six 
days, under a threat of coercion, The 
note informs Greece that the powers are 
agreed upon two points: First, that they 
will not allow Crete to be annexed In any 
form at present, and, second, * that they 
are prepared to endow Orete with a com- 
plete scheme of autonomy. The powers 
express the hope that Greece will respect 
their decision. 

The correspondent adds that he Is as- 
sured by the highest authority that Greece 
will reject the ultimatum.

Washington, March 2.—The President 
sent the following message vetoing the 
lmmigration Bill lo the House late this 
afternoon: 


I hereby return without approval 
House bill No, 7864, entitled, “An Act 
to Amend the Immigration Lews of 
the United State: By the first section 
of this bill it is proposed to anend 
acction one of the act of March 4, 1591, 


relaung to immigration, by adding to 


the classes of aliens thereby cxcluded 
from admission to the United 
the following: All persons physically 
capable and over 16 years of age, who 
cannot read and write the language oO! 
some Other language, but @ person not 
60 able to read and write who Js over 
50 yearg old, and is the parent or 
grandparent of a qualified inimigrant 
over 21 years of age, and capable of 
supporiing such parent or grandparent, 
may accompany such immigrant, or 
Such @ parent or grandparent may be 
Bent for and come to join the family 
of a child or grandchild over 21 years 
of age similarly qualified and capable, 
and a wife or minor child wot so able 
to read and write may accompany or 
be sent far and come and joim the hus- 
band or parent similarly quatified and 
capable. 

A radical departure from our nation- 
al policy relating to Immigration is 
here presented. Heretofore we have 
welcomed all who came to us from 
other lands except those whose moral 
or physica] condition or history threat- 
ened danger to our nationa| welfare 
amd safety. Relying upon the jealous 
watchfulness of our people to prevent 
injury to our political and social fabric 
We have encouraged those coming 
from foreign countries to cast their lot 
with us and join in the development of 
our vast domain, securing in return a 
Share In the blessings of American 
citizenship. A century's stupendous 
growth, langely due to the assimilation 
and thrift of millions of sturdy and pa- 
triotic jadopted citizens, attests the 
success of this generous and free-hand- 
ed policy, which, while guarding the 
people's interests, exacts from our im- 
migrants only Phyaical and moral 
soundness and a willingness and

| ability to work. 


A contemplation of the grand results 
of this policy cannot fail to arouse a 
sentiment for‘its defence, for, how- 
ever it might have been regarded as 
an original proposition and viewed as 
an experiment, its accomplishments 
are such that if it is to be uprooted at 
this late day its disadvantages should 
be plainly apparent and the substttute 
adopted should be just and adequate, 
free from uncertainties and guarded 
against difficulty or oppressive admin- 
istration. 

It is not claimed, I belleve, that the 
time has come for the further restric- 
tion of immigration on the ground that 
an excess of population overcrowds our 
land. It is sald, hwever, that the 
quality of recent immigration Is ‘unde- 
sirable. The time is quite within re- 
cent memory when the same thing was 
sald of immigrants who, with their des- 
cendants,are now numbered among our 
best citizens, The President then goes 
on to argue against the claims of the 
restrictionists.

The World's Costilest Book. 

The most expensive book ever pub- 
lished in the world is the official his- 
tory of the war of the Rebellion, which 
is now being issued by the Government 
of the United States at a cost up to 
date of $2,334,328. Of this amount $1,- 
184,291 has been paid for printing 
and binding. The remainder was ex- 
pended for salaries, rent, stationery 
and other contingent and miscellaneous 
expenses, and for the purchase of re- 
cords from private individuals. It 
will require at least three years longer 
and an appropriation of perhaps $600,- 
000 to complete the work, so that the 
total cost will undoubtedly reach near- 
ly $3,000,000, It will constst of 112 vol- 
umes, including an index, and an atlas 
which contains 178 plates and maps Il: 
lustrating the important battles of the 
war, campaigns, routes of march, plans 
of forts and photographs of interesting 
scenes. places and persons. Most of 
these pictures are taken from photo- 
graphs made by the late M. B. Brady, 
of Washington. Several years ago the 
Government purchased his stock of ne- 
gatives for a large sum of money. 
Each volume will, therefore, cost an 
average of about $26,785, which prob- 


ably exceeds that of any book that - 


was ever issued. Copies are sent free 
to public libraries, and 1,347,999 have 
been so distributed. The atlas costs 
$22, and the remainder of the edition 
is sold at prices from 60 cents to 90 
cents a volume, 

There does not seem to be a large 
popular demand, for only 561,1¢ copies 
have been sold for a total of $30,154 
Thus it will be seen that the entire pro 
ceeds received from sales thus far but 
slightly exceed the average cost of the 
112 volumes. The books can be ob- 
tained by addressing the Secretary of 
War, 

The material used in the preparation 
of these histories is taken from both 
the Federal and the Confederate State 
archives, and is‘purely official. The 
reports of the commanders of armies, 
corps, brigades, regiments, etc,, are 
carefully edited and arranged so as to 
give a consecutive account of all en- 
gagements with as little duplication 
and unnecessary material as possible, 
and as the writers represent both sides 


of the struggle it may be regarded as 
impartial.—Chicago Record.

The people are absolutely unanl 
mouse and everybody appears to haye 
perfect confidence in the King’s firm- 
ness, On all sides are heard declara 
tions that should the King order the 
withdrawal of the Greek troops from 
Crete, Col. Vassos, who commands the 
army of occupation, alone would return 
and all the other officers would join 
the forces of the insurgents. 

A great demonstration, the despatch 
states, has ben arranged for March 
4, to urge the King to remain inflexi- 
ble in the stand he has taken. 

A despatch from Athens says that 
Commodore Reineck, commanding the 
Greek war ship Hydra. who in reply 
to a demand by the foreign admirals 
at Canea that the Greek war ships 
withdraw from Cretan waters, declared 
that he would only obey the orders of 
his own Government, has been recalled 
for his failure to fire upon the Turk- 
ish ship Faud, when that vessel joined 
with the foreign warships in the bom- 
bardment of Cretan Christians.

RICH YUKON DISTRICT, 


The Yellew Metal Abounds In the Little 
Streams oud All tm Canadian Ter- 
ritory—Ottawa General News. 
Ottawa, March 5,—(Special.)—The 
wonderful mineral riches of the Cana- 
dian Yukon district are attracting the 
attention of British capitalists. To- 
day there is in Ottawa a Mr, C. W. 
Wukinson of London, who represents 
some of the gentlemen interested in the 
Bwitish South Africa Company. Some 
time ago the company had thelr at- 
tention drawn to the Yukon district 
and th@r surveyors and prospectors 
have been at work. On numerous 
creeks lowing westward into the Yu- 
kon River, plucer beds have been dis- 
covered, ylelding from 80 cents to $80 
the pan. Two or three instances are 
actually vouched for where as high as 
$150 to the pan wus taken out, an un- 
precedented yleld. The Rossland coun- 
try is simply not in it with these 
yields. These discoveries, it is satis- 
factory to know, are all made in Cana- 
dia nterritory, miles east of the inter- 
national boundary. The company re 
presented by Mr, Wilkinson has decid- 
ed to develop the Yukon country on a’ 
large scale if they come to terms with | 
the Government. A bill of incorpora- 
tion wil) be asked from Parliament, 
with power to the syndicate to do a! 
general trading and transportation | 
business. The company does not ask 
financial assistance from the Govern- 
ment, except what is implied In a guar- | 
antee of 3 per cent. on a mililon dol- 
lars’ worth of bonds, No monopoly is 
intended, although the development 
plans of the company include the con- 
struction of many miles of railway. 
They will utilize the White Mountain 

Pass to gain access to the country. 
Prof. Robertson, Dairy Commissioner, 
6ays that, as a result of the estab- 
lishment of creameries in the North- 
west, there will be an assured living to 
those farmers who become patrons of 
the creameries, altogether irrespective 
of the wheat they may grow, In lo 
calities where co-operative creameries 
have been in existence, farmers have 
formed a Butter and Cheese Manufac 
turing Association, with limited labll!- 
ly, agreeing to erect a sultable build- 
ing, provide a sufficient water supply, 
and to supply the milk or cream from 
not less than 400 cows. When these 
conditions are complied with the Gov- 
ernment makes a loan to the assocla- 
tion of an amount sufficient to pur 
chase the butter-making machinery 
and plant for the creamery. The De 
partment of Agriculture agrees to 
manufacture and market the butter at 
a charge of 4 cents per pound, which 
meets all the expenses between the de- 
Uvery of the milk or cream. by the 
farmers at the creamery and the ship- 
ment of the butter on the railway 
care. At the end of each season shares 
in the Butter and Cheese Manufactur- 
ing Association are issued to each far 
mer in proportion to the amount con 
tributed by him to the loan fund. By 
these arrangementa farmers will pay 
off the loan granted by the Govern- 
Ment without interest In a few years 
Some 16 fully equipped creameries 
and 17 tributary cream collecting or 
cream sepirauing stations will be man- 
aged by the Government during the 
current year. From these it ts expect- 
ed that from $30,000 to $35,000 worth of 
butter per month will be turned out 
The cost to the Government will be a 
}pan of £15.000 without interest for 
ow years. ‘he

George Wheeler avas the expert em- 
ployed to make examination of samples 
of flour tendered for the Orilila Asy- 
lum, and that he had been pald by the 
Government 75 cents per sample. There ° 
were seven horses and 21 horned cat- 
tle kept at the Institution.

purchase money, had been sold.

Hazelwood & Whalen had made nine 


| 4pplications for permits to cut pulp- 


wood, but only one had been issued, 
covering 37 12 square miles. James 
Whalen had made one application for 
the right to cut pulpwood, which had 
not been granted.

We, too, want 
peace, and the powers have refused to 
act except when they fired a few days 
ago on the Christian flag. Think of 
the sltuation. Every year we have 
thousands of men, women and children 
flying to our shores and begging us, 
With tears in their eyes, to save them 
from starvation, and to protect thelr 
helpless relatives in Crete from muti- 
lation and death. What civilized na- 
tion would continue year after year 
to turn a deaf ear to these prayers, and 
to tax its people to support multitudes 
of suffering refugees? 

“Greece has something like 20,000 
subjects in Crete, and the great powers 
say she has no right to land troops 
to protect them, although six nations, 
which have only a handful of subjects 
on the island, have landed their forces. 

“The situation in Macedonia, too, is 
very critical. I cannot foretell the fu- 
ture, but the great powers have de- 
livered their message to Greece, and we 
shall see what the result will be. The 
powers have tuken upon themselves a 
great responsibility.

THE RHODES ENQUIRY, 





Y osident Kruger'’s Arbitrariness in Pavor- 
ng the Germans in Trade Matters, 
London, March 6.—The examination 
of Cecil Rhodes, ex-Premiecr of the 
Cape Colony, was resumed in Westmin- 
ister Hall to-day by the Parliamentary 
Committee appointed to inquire into 
the Jameson raid, into the Transvaal 
There was a fair attendance of specta- 
tors, but there were not nearly 80 
many persons present as at the pre- 

vious sittings. 

Mr, Rhodes testified that the Trans- 
vaal Government had raised the rail- 
way rates for passengers and freight 
through the ‘special intervention of 
President Kruger, the object being to 
divert traffic, so that the bulk of it 
should be secured by the Netheriands 
line. Witness said that he himself 
had told President Kruger that the 
result cf actiou would be that 
the Cape Coionists, and eyen a great 
many of the Boers, would resent it and 
try to turn him out of office. To this 
Kruger replied that he had the power 
and meant to use It, 

The opposition to commercial federa- 
tion, Mr. Rhodeg said, came in chiefly 
from Germany dna fearing to interfere 
with the German trade the Dutch did 
not oppose the wishes of the Germans, 

Mr. Rhodes said that his main ob- 
ject in assisting an insurrection in the 
Transvaal was to secure free trade 
throughout South Africa und a more 
tolerant attitude on the part of_the 
Transvaal Republic towards Cape 
Colony. ‘ 

In answer to questions relating to 
the expenses of his operations against 
the natives in South Africa, Mr. 
Rhodes said that he had sold 40,000 
shares of the British South Africa 
Company's stock to pay the expenses 
af the war against the Matabeles, and 
had expended £94,000 in defraying such 
expenses, from which outlay there had 
been no return. 

Mr. Rhodes further testified that he 
had paid £60,000 towards the fines 
which had been impoxed by the Trans 
vaal upon the Johannesburg Reform 
Committee prisoners, The examina- 
tion of Mr. Rhodes was then conclud- 
ed, 

Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Rhodes 
are mutually polite during the sitting, 
but there did not appear to be any 
feeling of hostility between them, The 
questions put and the answers siven 
throughout Mr. Rhedes' examination, 
however, agreed in showing that the 
narrow and reactionary policy of the 
Transvaal) Government ts endangering 
the peace of South Africa, 





Kruger Takes the Whip, 

Pretoria, March 5.—President Kruger 
has addressed a letter to the chief jus- 
tice and the tudees of the High Court 
of the South Atiican Republic demand- 
| ing that they conform to the law pass- 
| ed by the Volksraad on Feb, 26, plac- 
ing the High Court under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Volksraad within 14 days

Result of the Arbitration Between the Synods 
of Ontario and Ottawa, 

Tho award of Mr. J. A. Worroll, Q. C., 

resp cting part of the commutation fund of 

80 Of Ontario was received by Dr. 


Walkem, Q.C., the Chancellor of the 
Diocese, on ‘Thursday. 
‘Tho question referred was as to the 


dioceses a sum of $12,432, part of the fund 
which was held for the income of the 
Archbishop and the Archdeacons. 

By old award mado in 1858, the 
Diocese of Toronto give to the 
Eastern Diocese, to be formed, a sum 
which, with a sum to be raised by the 
Eastern Diocese, should at 6 per cent. pro- 
vide an income of £400 per year for tho 
Bishop and £100 for the Archdeacons of 
the new Diocese.

The moneys due by tho Diocese of 
Toronto were duly paid over. The part 


in the Episcopal fund of the Diocese. The 
part intended for the Archdeacons’ fund 
was put into the annuitation fund. The 
Diocese of Ontario over actually raised 
the money required to bo raised by it, but 
in 1868 passed a resolution directing the 
Executivo Committeo to raise the money, 
and further directing, in the meantime, 
the payment out of the annuitation fund to 
the Bishop of an annual sum of $345.92, 
being the interest at 6 per cent. on the 
amount which the Diocese should have 
raised to supplement the capital of the 
Bishop's fund. 

The Executive Committee neyer raised 
the money, and the payment to the Bishop 
has continued up to the present time. 
Neither was the amount necessary to 
supplement the capital of the Archdeacons’ 
fuud ever raised, bat the sum of $400 per 
year was paid out ot the interest of the 
annuitation fund to the Archdeacons, 

The arbitrator directs, with respect to 
the Archdeacons’ fund, that the Synod of 
Ontario shall retain absolutely the sum of 
£756 and half the balance received, the 
other half, amounting to $1,821.34, being 
paid over to the Synod of Ottawa: and 
that, as regards the sum received for the 
Bishop's fund, the Diocese of Ontario shall 
retain in hand such a sum as if invested at 
6 per cent. would produce the amount of 
the annuity payable to the Arch bishop. un- 
til the death of the Arch)ishop or the 
avoidance of the see, and that then the 
find so reserved should be divided equally 
betwen the two Dioceses.

Inaugurated—A Geueral Shuftc. 
Ottawa, March 7.—(Special.)—The 
new branch of the Pastoffice Depart- 


Mail Service Branch,’ goes into exist- 
ence on the Ist of next month, 


is to have charge of the 
with the designation of 
Controller of the Railway Mail Ser- 
vice. Mr. Armstrong will make his 
headquarters In this city. 

Mr. Mulock’s object in creating this 
branch is to make the service more 
eficient and get rid of red-tapeism. 
The vresent Postmaster-General finds 
that in some postal districts the in- 
s8peciors, instead of looking after the 
postofiices in the districts under their 
charge and inspecting them, have con- 
cerned themselves chiefly with the 
railway mail clerks, Irom this time, 
therefore, the Inspectors will have to 
attend strictly to their own duties, 
while the ‘vay mail clerks will be 
looked uit... 
Chief railway mail clerks will in fu- 
ture be styled superintendents, The 
clerks in the cities of Halifax, St. John, 
Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto,

ARMAGEDDON 18 UPON US, 





The Event Which Terrifled Earope Mas 
Been Awaiting for 25 Years, 

New York, March 7.—Mr. Harold 
Frederic cables from London to The 
New York Sunday Times: 

At last the ordeal for which a ter 
rified Europe has been preparing for 
a@ quarter of a century seems really at 


hand. On all sides, in every capital, 
it is taken for granted to-day (tha: 
Armageddon is upon us. Even now, 
however, events may not keep pace 
with the excited expectations of the 


man In the street. The Foreign O!fice 
of a great power is very like an ele- 
phant’s trunk in its capacity to uproot 
a tree or to pick up a pin, and when 
six of these powers get together their 
diplomatists they ignore the trees alto- 
Kether in their anxiety to be perfecdy 
certain about all the pins first. Thus 
Greece has until 4 o'clock On Monday 
afternoon to mature her mé@ssage of de 
ance to the concert of the powers. Then 
She will give this méesage to the Min- 
isters of the powers, and they will 
thereupon pack thelr trunks and quilt 
Athens. It will be Wednesday by the 
time this ls accomplished, and the ad- 
mirals of the powers in Cretan waters 
are notified of the fact. Meanwhile the 
admirals have to notify their respective 
Home Governments of the details of 
the plan of procedure they have 
agreed upon, and it ja doubtful if they 
will do this until they hear officially 
that diplomatic relatiems with Greece 
have been broken off. 

All over the Continent, as here in 
Enftand, the tremendous absorption of 
the public mind in the Greek crisis is 
illustrated by an absence of other top- 
jes of discussion, either in the press or 
among the people. There are deeply 
important general elections coming on 
in both Austria and Italy, but one 
hears hardly a word about them. 

Letters to London papers, which al- 


ways reflect what the people are 
thinking of, are now all about Bng- 
land's food supply in case ot 


blockade and the manning of the navy. 
A big flurry of enlisting fever is re- 
ported among the volunteer regiments. 
It is worth noting that in the Queen's 
Westminster regiment such a lot ot 
picked young fellows have lately 
joined that the requirement of height 
ig now put at 6 feet 1 inch. 

For the moment there is a lull in 
excitement about the Transvaal, but 
those who are nearest to the sources 
of official information continue most 
convinced that trouble is inevitable. 


WILL STAKE HUIS CKhOWN, 


King George Blames Germany ond Russia 
for the Ugly Tarn of Adatrs. 


New York, March 7.—Mr. James 
Creelman cables from Athens to The 
Journal: 


It is now quite certain that the pow- 
ers are embarrabsed by the fuct that 
Greece makes no secret of her deter- 
mination to decline to obey the Inso- 
lent command to withdraw her troops 
and navy from Crete. Germany and 
Russia alone are agreed upon the man- 
ner in which the force shall be ap- 
plied. The other four nations hesitate. 
The King to-day has announced bold- 
ly that he will stake his crown on §he 
issue, The Crown Prince received mo 
at the palace this afternoon, 

“It Is Germany and Russia who are 


insisting upon offensive measures,” he 
aald, These two nations, I believe, 
are responsible for the language of 
the ultimatum, which was phrased In 
such a manner as to compel Greece 
to deoline its suggéstions or humiliate 
herself. ‘

THE PORTIS ANSWER, 





Ablul Hamid ts Satisfied With the Ar- 
raugement Made by the Powers. 
Constantinople, March 7.—The dtplo- 
mats here have received the answer of 
the Porte to the collective note pre- 
vented on Tuesday last, setting forth 
; the deeires of the powers regarding the 
) granting of autonomy to Crete under 
| the suzerainty of Turkey. The Porte 
| assents to the terms of the powers, and 
| says it hopes that there will be a defl- 
nito understanding between itself and 
| the powers respecting the details of 
the autonomy to be granted. 

While a number of Greek engineers 
Were engaged in repairing the main 
road near Melun, on the Greek fron- 
lier, presumably for the purpose of 
facilitating the passage of troops, they 
were stopped by a body of Turkish 
troops. A rumor reached here today 
that a serious encounter between Turks 
and Greeks hed taken place on the 
frontier, but, though enquiries have 
been made, it has been impossible to 
confirm the story. It Is thought very 
probable that the report originated in 
the stoppage by Turkish troops of the 
work of the Greek engineers. 





Turkish Gun beat Wrecked. 


Athens, March 7.—A Turkish gun- 
boat, believed to be the Euphrates, 
has been wrecked on the coast of Epi- 
rus, The fate of her crew is not re- 
ported. 


Turkish Reserves Called Ont. 

Bertin, March 7.—The headquarters 
of the Turkish army of precaution or 
defence arc now at Monastir, in Mace- 
donia, 400 miles west of Constantinople, 
and a large force of troops under the 
command of Omar and Nuchad Pasha 
ig much nearer the frontier. In addi- 
tion to the mobNization of the regular 
forces, the Mustafuz, corresponding 
to the German Landstrum, or second 
draft of those lable to miHtary duty, 
have been called to arms in several 
districts near the Greek borders, The 
ostensible reason for summoning this 
contingent is that the ordinary re- 
serves, which were lately culled out, 
haye been deficient 4n numbers, but 
the summoning of any part of the 
Mustafuz ie regarded as aminous of the 
Sultan's expectation that something of 
m very serious nature fs imminent. The 
attitude of Servia and Bulgaria occu- 
pies the serious atetntion of Huropean 
diplomacy, and it Is the opinion in 
official circles here that conferences 
which have taken place between King 
Alexander of Servia and Prince Ferdi- 
nand of I iia have resulted in an 
agreement to make a simultaneous at- 
tack upon Turkey when the time for 
such action shall seem opportine. Rou 
mania is looked upon as having the 
intention to take an active part in any 
scheme of rearranging the Balkan 
boundaries that may be put into ope- 
ration. King Charles of Roumantia, as 
o& member of the Prussian family of 
Hohenzollern, may be relied upon to 
haye the support of Germany. Rou- 
manian fort works at Kustendjle, on 
the Black Sea, and the defences at Ga- 
Jatis and Braila, on the Danwbe, are 
being strengthened and extended. 








Greece's Geply Go the Ultimatum, 
| London, March 7.—A despatch to the 


Central Nows from Athens glyes the 
following summary of the reply to the 
ultimatum of the powers, which Greece 
Will hand to the dipomats to-morrow 
when the time expires in which a re- 
ply can be made. It will recall that 
Greece In 1896, in deference to the wish 
of the powers, used her influence with 
the Cretans to induce them to aocept 
reforms offered by Turkey. It will 
point out that the continued unsettled 
state of the Island is proof of the fu- 
tility of the measures of reform. 

With regard to the autonomy of the 
island. the reply will state that It Is 
for the Cretams to decide whether they 
Will accept it or not 

It will declare that the evacuation of 
Crete by Greece is Impossible, because 
peace, to restore which Grek troops 
and warships were sent to the ieland, 
remains seriously disturbed, 

The Time Drawing Nigh, 

Athens, March 7.—The time for 
Greece's formal reply to the ultimatum 
of the combined powers is rapidly 
drawing nigh and, though it is general- 
ty known that the reply will be a re- 
fusal of the terms that are sought to 
be imposed, there is intense anxiety as 
to the anewer that will be delivered. 
It Is evident that the powers Intend to 
carry into effect their threat to block=- 
ade the Piracus, the port of Athens, 
As soon as Greece's anewer Ia delivered 
to them. A number of warships of 
Great Britain ond the other powers are 
now in the viloinity of the Piraeus, and 
it la belleved they are there for the 
ole purpose of blockading the port, 


The one bright #pot in the situation 
to-day is that the enforcement of the 
recent deoeree calling out the last two 
romaining classes of reserves has 
been postponed, In diplomatic ciroles 
this ja taken to menn that there will 


be afforded an opportunity for further

Mayor Johnson read the following : 
OFFICIAL REPORT OF THLE DEPUTATION 

MONTREAL. 
To the members of the City Council :— 

GENTLEMEN,—The deputation appoluted 
by the Council to wait upon the General 
Manager of the Grand Trank Railway to 
discuss various mattera aflecting the city 
and the Company, proceeded to Montreal 
and had an interview with Mr, ©, M, Hays 
on Friday, Feb, 26ch, They were received 
as business men by a busioess man, The 
facts and arguments presented aud urged 
were carefully noted by Mr, Hays, who 
asked many questions in order to secure 
the fullest information on all important 
points. 

The following matters were discussed ; 

(1) The resumption of operation of the 
road between Madoc and Eldorado, in the 
discussion of which the Belleville deputa- 
tion had the able assistance of Mr. A. Fy 
Wood, who had been appointed to act with 
Belleville on behalf of the village and town- 
ship of Madocin securing railway connec- 
tion with the northern portion ef the county, 

(2.) That Belleville be placed In as good a 
position in regard to the train coming from 
Peterborough in the morning, as Peter- 
borough with respect to the train which 
leaves Belleville in the morning, 

(3.) That connection at Anson Junction be 
arranged with the Central Ontarlo Railway 
by which a satisfactory service for freight 
and passengers would be established and 
maintained between Belleville and Mar- 
mora. 

(4.) The bonus of $150,000 granted by 
Belleville to aid in the constrastion of the 
roads now known as the Midland system, 
which involved and now implies obligations 
on the part of the Grand Trunk to the City, 

(5.) The bonus of $25,000, which the City 
gave the Company for the extension and 
maintenance of akong at this point, and 
carrying out of the covenantsand assurauces 
on which it was granted. 

(6.) The condition of Pinnucle st,, through 
which7the Company has the right of way. 
That it should be planked between the rails 
so as to permit of driving across the track 
at any point with safety to vehicles, 

}) The uunecessary detention of cars on 
Pifnacle st. aftor they are unloaded, 

8) A suitable station on Pinnacle st. for 
Me Convenience of passengers. 

At the end of the discussion, which last- 
nearly two hours, Mr. Hays stated that 
e would repeat what he said to the Mayor 
in reply to his letter, bringing to his notice 
that part of his inaugural address which re- 
ferred to Belleville’s relation with the 
Grand Trank, namely, that as the opportun-: 
ity was afforded to him he would en leavor 
to do whatever he could to comply with the 
ryquests that Belleville had made, and also 
iat he would at once investigate the mat- 
er of operating the Madoc and Et Dorado 
branch. 

While the discussion was in progeess the 
matter of the possibility of moving the 
Belleville and Brockyille shops to Kingston 
cameup. Mr, Hays’ romark in this connec- 
tion will set at rest any fear that such a 
tep is contemplated. The announe-ny nt 
wis Worth trayelling to Montreal to hear.

father. Within doors, in the gloomy 
reception room, which was a brave, 
fashionable place enough once upon @ 
time, are all the tokens of the artist 
craft—lay figures, of personal stolidity, 
garbed in the fantastic duds which go 
to make up a studio wardrobe; scraps 
of drapery flung here and there with 
their gladdening colors into the sombre 
dulness of the sort over which art 
students spend slavish months. Scat- 
tered over the walls are bits of the 
handiwork of this latter-day Danton, 
who is going to wed a.Marat, and set 
the bells ringing in that Paris where 
their fierce borebears overturned @ 
throne and lopped off a king’s head. 

It is a humble abode, in truth, for 
the descendants of a man who led the 
uprising of Reason, and who held 
France for a perilous moment in the 
palm of his hand and defied Europe. 
But the chief of the Cordeliers, whose 
word let loose the Commune to the 
sack of the Tuileries, who dominated 
the prison massacres which the mad 
Paris of that day called justice, who 
voted the death of the King, who drove 
the aristocrats out of Paris or to the 
scaffold, was no whit prouder of his 
name than the sturdy, quiet, love- 
stricken youth who wears it now. 

A evntury of the new civilization has 
refined the blood of the Dantons not 
thinned it. It flows full of ardor still, 
but it is the ardor of the bridegroom, 
not the rebel. 

The speech of the modern Danton is 
quiet. but the brawn and courage of 
the man who broke shackles in France 
have been handed down without a 
flaw. This youth has the muscles of 
iron, despite his gentle calling, Dut he 
lacks the heart of flint. He has gone 
unpretentiously about the business of 
picture-making,as hig father did before 
him, content in tic consciousness that 
his race has done its share and shed 
sufficient of its blood In the great cause 
of battering and bettering human kind. 
He has breathed no slaughters, hurled 
no anathemas, echoed in nowilse the 
mighty cry with which his great 
grandsire woke Paris into fury. 

But for all that his ancestral fame 
has found him out, hidden behind the 
modest sign of “Ferdinand Danton, 
Artist... Love, which is divine in that 
it is no respecter of persons and that 
its Ways are past finding out, has dis- 
covered him in such sort that he be- 
comes a personage in history, and his 
wedding bells will echo In some wise 
in the uprisings of 1792 

It Ie an unconscionable trick, too, 
that Love has played this Danton of 
nowadays. Danton, poor artist, might 
have loved and wedded any of 
10,000 anxlous and deserving damaels, 
and hardly have had the scant dis- 
tinction of a wedding notice. But Fate 
devised a altuation for him. The love 
drama of a century ends In such a 
cHmax as would abash a melodrama- 
tist. 

Paris, when a hundred years 
fled, reading aright the hliatory 
awful regeneration, reared a atatue of 
that Danton, whose love for France 
and her people had cost him his head 
There was a great crowd In the Place 
de la Republique on the day when the 
vel] was atripped from Rude's master- 
piece. All the pomp that Parla could 
master Was summoned to do honor to 
the memory of the man whom Paris 
In {ta frenzy had murdered.

Hesentinan alarm at once and 
tho firemen responded promptly. ‘They 


had some difliculty at first in getting at the 
flames, as the firo had originated in the 
wholesale department on the second fluor, 
It was some 


an awkward place to got at. 
some time before the water made a per- 
ceptible impression upon the flames, which 
spread in all directions. 

As tho firemen were compelled to fight 
from below the fire asconded to the roof, 
eating up overything in its course. Tho 
wholesale department and Jargo stosk of 
ladies’ and misses’ shoes carried there were 
completely consumed. The flames soon 
ate away the supports of the heavy iron 
roof and it fell shortly aftor four o'clock, 
carrying everything with it into the main 
store. 

The rear part of the retail store and the 
stock in it will bo almost a total loss, 
Tho shelving of the front portion is intact, 
but the goods are greatly damaged by 
smoke and water, Tho cellar, which con, 
tained an immense quantity of cased goods, 
was not reached by the fire, but is full of 
water and debris. Nodamage was dono 
to the trunk department or the reserve 
stock of men’s goods in the store building 
in the rear, 

Mr, Lockett said the firm had just re- 
ceived a large amount of spring goods, and 
these, together with the large stock carried 
by them, would bring the amount in the 
building up to about $40,000. The loss 
cannot be estimated at present, but will 
doubtless be in the neighborhood of $30,- 
000 on the stock alone. On the stock was 
the following insurance: Royal, of Liver- 
pool, $5,000 ; Caledonian, $5,000 ; Queen, 
of America, $5,000; Northern, 5,000 ; 
British America, $5,000 ; National, of Ire- 
land, $5,000. 

The building was a three-story struc- 
ture, and was valued at from $8,000 to 
$9,000. The retail store was one of the 
handsomest and best appointed in the 
province, The building, elevator, shelving 
and plate glass were insured in the Norwich 
Union for 35,400, Only one of the plate 
glass windows remains unbrokeu. 

The fixtures, which wore cluborate, are a 
total loss. lnsured for $1,000 in the 
British America. 

The firm's large stock of bicycles were 
fortunately stored in x room in the block 
north of ther store and were not touched. 

OTHER LOSSES. 

Bethel Hall, with furaiture and fixtures, 
is a total loss. The loes will be about 
$250 ; no insurance. 

The offices of W. J. Diamond and J. W. 
Butterfield in the front of the building on 
the second floor are badly damaged, ‘They 
had no insurance. 

The stock in the dry goods store of 
Messrs. Sinclair & Ostrom was very much 
damaged by water, which came through the 
ceiling. A lot of new goods are almost 
totally destroyed. ‘Their loss is covered by 
$12,000 insurance in the Connecticut, Lon- 
don & Lancashire, Lancashire & Qucen 
insurance companies. 

Considerable smoke ponctrated the walls 
and caused some damazo in the rooms and 
gymnasium of the Y.M.0.,A. Smoke also 
slightly damaged the woodwork of tho 
store occupied by the Crystal Hall. 

THE ORIGIN A MYSTERY, 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. Mr. 
Lockett said thore was no fire in the build- 
ing, Oxcept in the furnace in the basement, 
and as hot water is used for heating, it 
could not have caught from the pipes. 

On the 3rd of Septomber, 1894, Messrs. 
Haines & Lockett suffered from a similar 
fire, but their loss this time will be much 
heavier than betore.

the other, Proof of such expenditure Is 
to be furnished at the end of each year 
to the satisfaction of the Commis#ion- 
er of Crown Lands.” 

Never, said the Opposition leader, 
had an act been committed by any 
Government fraught with more serious 
results to its people. The agreement 
was truly characterwed as novel, It 
was unique, for never had such an 
figreement been presented for the en- 
dorsation of the Legislature by any 
Government in the Dominion, He 
would be endorsed in condemning it 
by a large majority of the people, if 
not of the members of the House. 

The best information he could se 
curo Was that there was no_ better 
known gold-bearing land in Ontario 
than in the two townships. The Globe 
contended that the only serious ob- 
jection to the arrangement was that 
it withdrew from general exploration 
for three years a considerable area of 
land. That was, indeed, an objection. 
Sixty-four thousand acres of the best 
mining land the prevince contained 
Was to be locked up and fenced in for 
three years from the people of the 
country who had a just right to it, 
The company, it was contended, could 
do no more than prospect on the land. 
The injustice in this lay In the fact 
that they could go on making explora- 
tions for three years and find all the 
choice spots. What was to hinder 
them from purchasing them when this 
time was up? No one else would 
‘know their value, The effect would 
be the same as though the territory 
was sold now. There was no doubt 
but the deal would work untold Injury 
to the people of the province. 

Coming to the consideration which 
the syndicate would have to guaran- 
tee before the arrangement was vall- 
dated, Mr. Whitney considered that th» 
company could not be going at. it 
blindly. They would not be willing 
to come up from South Africa to se 
cure a lot of wild land if they did not 
know that they had a good thing. He 
had information from a good source 
that the South African Company was 
only a myth, and that the real com- 
pany was in part composed of men who 
had been within the walls of the House 
within the last four days. He could 
not conceive what reason the Goyern- 
ment could give for their action. It 
was an old maxim that “whom the 
gods would destroy they first make 
mad,” and it was never better exem- 
plified than in the present instance 
and in connection with the present case 
The people of the province, he con- 
cluded, would not submit to this high: 
handed way of taking from them their 
rights. He would take the first op- 
portunity of testing the House on the 
matter, 

Mr. Whitney concluded his most vig- 
orous and carnest address, and one 
which could not but carry conviction 
with it, and sat down amid vociferous 
applause from the benches to the 
Speaker's left. 

Hon. J. M. Gibson's conduct of af- 
fairs having been impugned, that gen- 
tleman replied. The word “noy el,” he 
said, might be even more properly ap 
plied to the course which Mr. Whit- 
ney had taken in bringing the matter 
before the House than to the agree= 
ment which was being complained of 
He characterized that gentleman's re- 
marks as a theatrical display, intend- 
ed to call public attention to the 
fact that the Government was being 
closely watched. (Mr. Whitney: ‘They 
need watching.) How could the hon. 
gentleman, he continued, say that the 
Arrangement was a good or bad one 
until the papers had been shown to 
the House? He was satisfied that whtn 
they were produced, the people would 
think that the bargain had been an 
advantageous one, and their interests 
had been well looked after. 

Hon. A. S. Hardy also addressed a 
few words. The great public demand 
of the past year had been for the Gov- 
ernment to open up the mineral re- 
sources of the province. Another great 
public demand was that streams of 
English capital should be induced to 
come over to this country. This had 
been the alm of the Government In 
this deal, to induce this capital and to 
have British capitalists experiment and 
see if Ontario's mines were good o 
not It was due to the strong demand 
of the country, that they should In» 
augurate a progressive mining policy 

Hon. Mr, Gibson promised Mr, Whit- 
ney to have the papers brought down 
forthwith, and Dr, Willoughby with- 
drew his motion.

Moslem Reports of Christian Cruelty Upset 
_ When the Truth Came Out. 


London, March 10.—The Dally News to- 
morrow will ra a despatch from Cunea 
saying that the British. French and Itallan 
admirals landed this afternoon and held a 
conference with the insurgent leaders at 
Akrotiri. They expressed regret that they 
allowed the Turkish warships and troops 
to fire upon the insurgents during the pre- 
vious day's Oghting, believing then that 
insurgents were the aggressors. Since 
then, they sald, they had learned that it 
was the Bashi-Bazouks who proyoked the 
confilct. 

In the course of an Interview, the de- 
patch says, it transpired that the Cretans 
had not received the admires’ warning 
previous to the bombardment of eb. 21, 
and that they were unaware also of the 
promises of autonomy for Crete of the of- 
fer of the surgeons, which communications 
were entrusted to Commender Kelneck, of 
the Greek warship Hydra. The News, in 
commenting on the despatch, will suggest 
that the communications entrusted to Com- 
mander Reineck were delivered In the 
wrong quarter, 

The Standart will to-merrow publish a 
despatch from Canea, saying that it Is rum- 
ored there that the Greek army of occn- 
pation, under command of Col Vassos, are 
short of provisions, their supplies of cat- 
ables consisting only of biscuits and 
oranges. ‘The despatch will also say thut 
the admirals of the foreign warships have 
warned the commandant at Canea that If 
the Bashi-Bazouks agaln rovoke the tIn- 
surgents to an encounter their village will 
be bombarded by the warships and more- 
over that no band of Bushi-Bazouks will 
hereafter be allowed to enter Canea or ta 
sally out into the country.

For some time past he has had associated 
with him Mr. Mhoodore Baker, M. ¥., of 
New York, late of Sonth Africa, and the 
result of their investagations has been the 
securmng of some 1200 acres of mining 
lands for their company. Wo.k is to be 
commenced almost immediately on lot 20, 
in the 4th concession of Marmora alous 5 
miles north of this village. A plant is to 
erected as soon as the spring opens to treat 
the ores of the company as well as for 
others who may dosire to have thoir ore 
treated at a moderate cost. Both Dr. 
Volney and Mr, Baker are thoroughly ex- 
perienced and practical mining engineers, 
and the fact cfthe'r securing by purchase 
such a large mining area as above indicated 
goes to prove tho richness of this district ; 
and the further fact of negotiations beinz 
Shen for anamber of other properiies 
also proves the extent of the mineral b It 
to be large.

Other parties whose ramos it is not de- 
sired to make public at present are in 
treaty for some 10,000 acres of mineral 
lands in this and the adjoining townships.

—rock breaker, pulverizers, ore drier, 
roasting furnaces, amalgamating plant, 
water tanks, lecching vats, arsenic cham- 
bers and refining chambers, shafting, belt- 
ing, pulleys, everything complete ; ready 
to start at a day's notice ; all ran by water 
power, obviating to cost of fuel for steam 
power, which you know is no small ex- 
ale ina plant of the nature proposed.

their country by holding their properties 
at prohibitive figures.

Of course it is necessarily impossible to 
arrive at any basis upon which to fix any 
scale or schedule of prices for ¢ laims, for 
in every case the prospective value of a 
property must bo considered in the light 
of the particular local conditions which 
surround it, such as the success or failure 
of the development of veins in the Vicinity, 
In some countries, however, a sort of 
general basis for the tixing of prices is in 
vogue and in old miniog regions the ruling 
price for prospects with good surface 
indications 18 oue per cent of the estimated 
valuo. For instance, if a prospect hus the 
Apposrance that it may develop into a 
mine capable of producing a million dollars, 
the price paid forthe prospect would be 


$10,000, 

Emilius Jarvis & Oo., in their monthly 
bulletin, say re this question; ‘In pur- 
chasing a prospect it is always well to re- 
member it is only a prospect aud a 
valuation should not be eateriained when 
tude upon the basis of proved property 
values. Holders are not inclined to for- 
pet this and also overlook the fact that a 
arger number of prospects are now before 
the public than at any previous time, 
Properties unsurveyed and with only 
peer roports and samples are being 
1eld at higher figures than last month, few 
transactions being recorded under four 
figures, and owners are frequently asking 
as high as $5,000. Figures like these are 
seldom warranted and tend to check logiti- 
mate business. Locations in good posi- 
tions with pit and crosscut demonstrations 
giving promising results are sought for and 
rule from $3,000 to $20,000. 

The Inreciicencen, believing that the 
bonding of mining properties to unknown 
individuals at exorbitant figures has been 
one of the greatest hindrances to tho de- 
velopment of our mining region, cannot 
too strongly inipress upon its readers who 
are possessed of mining Jands the advisa- 
bility of dealing only with those who are 
known to them or who represent some 
well-known company or capitalist. Fail- 
ure to follow this course has in the past led 
to disappointment or **skinning” of land 
owners by impostors, who are never lack- 
ing in & mining country. 





HOW TO GET ENGLISH CAPITAL. 

A writer in the London, Hny., Mining 
Journal, who knows Oatario’s gold dis- 
tricts, says Canadian capital is not sufficient 
to develop the enormous wealth in gold 
that we have in this province, and uuless 
British capital comes to our aid, many of 
the richest properties now being opened 
for operations will have to close for lack of 
capital.

Accordingly, it is of the 
utmost importance that capitalists 
and investors in Eugland should be made 
acquainted with the fact that Ontario does 
coutain vast mineral wealth, and, as I sug- 
gostid iu a previous article, the Govern- 
mont should seni & representative of the

The committee went right to 
ness, and the delegates talked over 
thelr troubles and aired their differ- 
ences of opinion, which were many. 

Mr. G, H. Lees moved that the wholo 
convention march in a body to the 
Parliament Buildings and impress the 
Government by force of numbers. 

Finally, the motion of R. N. Burns 
was carried, that the Committee cn 
Resolutions appoint the speakers who 
should lay the demands of the meeting 
before the Government, and that as 
many members of the convention as 
could should attend at the Interview. 

After an adjournment for lunch, the 
convention resumed and took up the 
report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, each clause of which was taken 
up in turn, with the result that the 
following was ultimately decided upon 
as the proper thing to go to the Gov 
ernment: 

“That in view of the mandate of the 
people of this province on Jan. 1, 1894, 
and in view of the pledge of the Goy- 
ernment, this convention affirms: (1) 
The unalterable basis of ita approach 
to the Provincial Government to be th: 
most effective temperance legislation 
within its jurisdiction and such as will 
be an adequate response to the de- 
mands of the people and as an honor- 
able fulfilment of the Government 
pledge. 

"(2) That we reaffirm the request of 
the temperance convention of last July 
to be a very moderate instalment of 
temperance reform, and we express 
great dissatisfaction with the pro: 
posed legislation as°a response to our 
requests as being far behind what is 
within the power of the Government 
to grant. 

(3) That, while we do not consider 
the bil as satisfactory, we consider 
the following points as favorable: (a) 
That the age limit has been raised; (b) 
that the new bill cuts off 5 per cent. of 
the present number of lcenses; (c) that 
it somewhat restricts the sale by drug- 
gists, but the clause In question re- 
quires important modification so as 
to prevent abuses. 

“(4) We consider the following points 
as retrograde legislation: (a) That sec- 
tion 1 of the bil shall not apply to 
county towns having a population of 
2500 or less; (b) the withdrawing from 
Municipal Councils of the power they 
now possess of annually reducing the 
number of licenses in the municipality, 

“We regret that the word ‘apparently’ 
be struck out in reference to the age 
limit; (2) we are thoroughly dissntis- 
fied with the present bili as to the num- 
ber of licenses to be issued in proper- 
tion to the population; (3) we also 
thoroughly condemn the proposed 
method of elections preventing the re- 
newal of a license in any polling sub: 
division; (4) we are quite dissatisficd 
that no response had been made to 
our appeal to prohibit drinking and dis- 
tribution of liquor in clubs; (5) we are 
dissatisfied with the bill as to the clos: 
ing hours which are proposed; (6) we 
object to the inefficient legislation in 
the bil for the cancellation of licens+s 
irreguarly and improperly granted.” 

Rey. Mr, Courtice, seconded by Rev. 
Mr. Kettlewell, wanted the following 
added, but was persuaded to withdraw 
it after a heap of warm discussion: 

“Having revie~ o1 the development of 
the temperance movement leading up 
to the present bill and having consider- 
ed the bill itself in its particular pro- 
visions with an expression of our views 
on the same, we offering our convicllon 
that the temperance situation in On- 
tarlo as created by the plebiscite vote, 
the Government's pledges, and the 
Privy Council's decision, warrants us 
in expecting, and we hereby pledge 
ourselves to work for, a far more 
thorough reconstruction of the license 
system than We have yet asked for, 
with a view of securing that measure 
of partial! prohibition which Was pro- 
mised by Sir Oliver Mowat, and is 
possible under a provincial license law 
unless the adoption of Dominion prdéhi 
bition shajl relieve our provincial legis- 
lators; more particularly we affirm that 
the prevention of bar room drinking 
and of the treating system and of the 
drinking on the premises where the 
liquor is gold ig poasible within the 
limits of a licensed retail and 
sale trade In the Province of Ontario, 
and we inform the Government that 
it will be our purpose to crystallize 
public opinion to such an issue and 
our expectation that the Government 
will respond in up-to-date aggressive 
measures.”’

en by Premier Hardy last July 
Twenty-three amendments had been 
asked for, and a few of them more Lm- 
portant than the reset, and on these the 
bill did not come up expectauons 
at all. The prohibitionista were thank 
ful that the age limit had been raised 
and thankful that the sale of liquor 
had been to some extent restricted by 
druggiata, 

Mr, Spence contended that the bill 
did not go as far as the feeling of the 
people demanded It was to be regret- 
ted that the hour of closing was still 10 
and 11 p.m. If the sentiment was 
igainsat it the electors in the munici 
pality should have the power to change 
it. He spoke on the lines of the reso- 
lution, which was then read by Rev. Dr. 
Rosa. 

The committee appointed to lay the 
case before the Government then In 
turn spoke. Mayor Fleming, Rev. Dr, 
McKay, Rev, A. GC. Courtice, W. W. 
Buchan, Mrs. May Thornley, Hon. 8. 
C. Biggs and Senator Vidal all spoke 
in a livily strain, Mrs Thornley par- 
Uculalrly saying some very plain things 
to the Government. Applause was 
frequent from the crowd, which was 
80 great that it filled every corner of 
tho room. 

lion. Mr, Hardy said the Government 
Wes alWays glad to meet the temper- 
ance people and hear their views. 
Speaking for himself and his col- 
leagues they had nothing to recall. He 
had listened to the speakers, and if 
he had one regret it wag that the bill 
Wis called a retrograde measure. There 
Was not a retrograde line in it. The 
one question upon which there might 
be a difference was taken from the 
Scott Act, relating to the three years’ 
life of a bylaw granting license, and 
if that was a mistake the Government 
were prepared to reconsider that ques- 
tion. Referring to his promise in July, 
Mr. Hardy sald: “I do not for one 
moment take back what I said. We 
are a temperance Government and I do 
not retrict for a single moment.” 

“I was,”’ continued. the Premier, 
“not speaking of a prohibition bill, but 
a license bill, The people seem to com- 
bine the two. They are at opposite ends 
of the pole. Prohibition is one thing— 
license another, There is not a word 
spoken in reference to a LUcense low. 
It was prohibition in part or prohibl- 
tion wholly.’’ 

“No, no,” and hisses. 

“I have the documents in my hand," 
Mr. Uardy replied. “Mr, Marter had 
introduced a bill doing away with the 
sale of liquor by retail, Sir Oliver 
doubted if the Government had the 
power to prevent sale of liquor by re- 
tail, and if go, it also had power to 
prohibit wholesale, The question wags 
submitted to the Supreme Court.”

As to his own promise, it was “as 
far as jurisdiction will permit and pub- 
lic sentiment will approve. What can 
We do?" We are not expected to at- 
tempt to carry through what we cannot. 
Our majority is not large, perhaps 8 
or 9 on a test vote. We claim some 
voice in interpreting our promises. We 
don't leave our promise to any persen 
to constmie itand apply it hisown way. 
A change of five votes, and the Govern- 
ment drops, (Cries, “Let it drop.”"] It 
doesn't do to say we are to rely on 
the Opposition. We can't hand over the 
reins to the Opposition. I have not 
geen or heard from the Legislature 
that we have any more power.

Whitney and leaders of the Oppo- 
sition, also on Patron Leader Haycock 
and members of the Patrons to explain 
the situation as presented in the con- 
vention, and ask for their assistance 
in securing the advanced legislation we 
are seeking. This was lost, this 
amendment by Dr. Ross carrying: 
“That a committee be appointed to 
Watch the progress of the bill through 
the House and to promote as far as 
possible amongst the members the pol- 
icy adopted by the convention." 

The committee appointed is compos- 
ed of Messrs. Maclaren, Q, C,; F. 8. 
Spence, Rey, A. C. Courtice, Hon. 8. 
C, Biggs, Mayor Fleming, L. Duncan, 
Dr, Fisher, Rev. Dr. Potts, ex-Ald. 
Jolliffe, Rev. E. EB, Scott, Ald. J. J. 
Graham, R, W. Dillon. 

This warm resolution was moved by 
Mr. Lees, seconded by Mr. Watkins; 
“That, after having heard the report 
of the deputation appointed to wait 
on the Government ,and after consider- 
ing the reply of the Premier, giving 
the reasons of the Government for their 
failure to fulfil their repeated promises 
to give us the maximum prohibition tn 
their power, resolved that it Is our de 
liberate opinion that we have been 
grossly deceived, and that, unless the 
Government brings in a bill to ade 
quately redeem their pledges they are 
no longer worthy of the support of pro- 
hibitionists.” 

This was looked upon as a little 
strong, and, as the bill was not yet 
passed, Ald. Spence made an amend- 
ment to the effect that the motion be 
considered six months hence. 

Mr. R, W. Dillon came forward with 
another amendment, as follows: 

“That this convention, having heard 
the reply of the Attorney-General, ex- 
presses its profound dissatisfaction 
with the same, as not being in harmony 
with the mora] effect produced by the 
pledges given by Sir Oliver Mowat and 
himeelf.”” 

This seemed to catch on well, but 
the next amendment by Rev. Dr. 
Ryckman carried: 

This ts it: “Resolved that this con- 
vention, having listened to the report 
of the statements of its representatives 
before the Government on the amend- 
men‘s to the license law now before the 
Legislature of Ontario, and also the 
statements of the Hon. Mr. Hardy in 
reply, cannot refrain with its respon- 
sibilities in expressing its deep 
dissatisfaction with the result of the 
interview with the Government. 

“In the opinion of this convention the 
claim of the Premier, that the present 
amendments are a fulfilment of his 
pledges, and that he Is to estimate the 
public sentimentofthe country by the 
atmosphere of the present Legislature 
instead of by the result of the plebis- 
cite and the evident warmth of public 
feeling at the present moment, is en- 
tirely unsatisfactory.

it; multitudes never reach it. Ths 
oldest person of modern times expired 
at one hundred and sixty-nine year 

A Greek, by the name of Stravaride, 

lived to one hundred and thirty-tw 

yoars An ISnglishman, by the name 
of Thomas Parr, Ilved one hundred 
and fifty-two years. Before the time 
of Moses, people lived one hundred 
and fifty years, and if you go. far 
enough back, they lived five hundred 
years. Well, that was necessary, be 
cause the story of the world must 
come down by tradition, and it need 
ed long life safly to transmit the 
news of the past If the generation 
had been short-lived, the ptory would 
s0 often have changed lips that Itt 
might all have gone astray. But after 
Moses began to write it all down, amd 
mrchment told it from century to cen- 
tury, it was not necessary that people 
should live so long in order to authen- 
ticate the events ofthe past, If, in our 
time, people lived only twenty-five 
years, that would not affect ‘history, 
wince it Is put in print and Is no long- 
er dependent on tradition. Whatever 
your age, I will texlay directly ad 
dress you, and I shall speak to those 
who are in the twenties, the thirties 
the forties, the fifties, the sixties, and 
to those who are in the seventies and 
beyond, ; 

First, then, I accost those of you who 

are in the twenties, You are ‘full of 
expectation. You are ambitious—that 

js. if you amount to anything—for 
some kind of success, commercial, or 
liternry, or agricultural, or social or 
moral. If I find someone in_ the 
twenties without any sort of ambition, | 

1 feel like saying, “My friend, oT 
have got on the wrong planet. This is 
not the world for you. You are going 
to be in the way. Have you made, 
your choice of poorhouses? You will 
never be able to pay for your cradle. 
Who is going to settle for your board? 
There is a mistake about the fact that 
you were born at all."" But supposing 
you have ambition, let me say, to all 
the twenties,expect everything through 
Divine manipulation and then you will 
get all you want or something better, 
Are you looking for wealth? Well, re- 
member that God controls the money’ 
markets, the harvests, the droughts, 
the caterpillars, the locusts, the sun-' 
shine, the storm, the land, the sea, 
and you will get wealth. Perhaps not 
that which is stored up in banks, in 
safe deposits, in Untted States securl- 
ties, In houses and lands, but your 
clothing and board and shelter, and 
that is about all you can appreciate 
anyhow. You cost the Lord a great 
deal. To feed and clothe and shelter 
you for a lifetime requires a big sum 
of money, and if you get nothing more 
than the absolute necessities, you get 
ar .enormous amount of supply. Ex- 
pect as much as you will of any kind 
bf success, if you expect it from the 
Lord you are safe. Depend on any 
other resource and you may be badly 
chagnined, but depend on God and all 
will be well. It is a good thing in the 
crises of life to have a man of-large 
means to back you up. It is a great 
thing to have a moneyed institution 
stand behind you in your undertaking. 
But it is a mightler thing to have the 
God of heaven and earth your coad- 
Jutor, and you may have Him, I am 
60 glad that I meet you while you are 
in the twenties, You are laying out 
your plans and all you life in this 
world and the next for five hundred 
million years of your existence will be 
affected by those plans. It Is about 
eight o'clock in the moming of your 
Yife, and you are just starting out. 
Which way are you going to start? Oh, 
the twenties! 

“Twenty” is a great word in the 
Bible. Joseph was sold for twenty 
pieces of silver. Samson judged Israel 
twenty years. Solomon gave Hiram 
twenty cities. The flying roll that 
Zechariah saw was twenty cubits. 
When the sailors on the ship on which 
Paul sailed sounded the Mediterranean 
Sea it was twenty fathoms. What 
mighty things have been done in the 
twenties. Romulus founded Rome when 
he was twenty. Keats finished life at 
twenty-five. Lafayette was a world- 
renowned sohlier at twenty-three. Ober- 
lin accomplished his ohtef work by 
twenty seven. Bonaparte was victor 
over Italy at twenty-six. Pitt was 
Prime Minister of England at twenty- 
two, Calvin has completed his im- 
mortal “Institutes” by the ‘time he was 
twenty-six, Grotius was Attorney- 
General at twenty-four. Some of the 
mightiest things for God and eternity 
have been done in the twenties. As 
long as you can put the figure ‘'2” be- 
fore the other figure that helps describe 
your age I have high hopes about you. 
Look out for itthat figure ‘'2.” Watch 
its continuance with as much earnest- 
ness as you ever watched anything 
that promised you salvation or threa- 
tened you demolition.

seen the unsatisfying nature of all 
earthly things. Open a new chapte: 
with God and tho world. This de 


cade of the forties ought to eclipse all 
itg predecessors In worship, in useful- 
mess and happiness. “Forty” is a great 
word in the Bible, God's ancient peo 
ple were forty years In the wilderness, 
Solomon and Jehoash reigned forty 
years. When Joseph visited his breth- 
ren he Was forty years old. Oh, this 
mountain top of the forties. You have 
now the character you will probably 
have for all time and all eternity. God, 
by His grace, sometimes changes a 
man after the forties, but after that 
& man never changes himself. Tell me, 
Oh, men and women who are in the 
forties your habits of thought and life, 
and I will tel! you what will forever 
be. I might.make a mistake once in 
a thousand times, but not more than 
in that proportion. 

My sermon next accosts the fifties. 
How queer it looks when in writing 
your age you make the first of the 
two figures a “5."" This Is the decade 
which shows what the other decades 
have been. If a young man has sown 
wild oats, and he has lived to this 
time, he reaps the harvest of it in the 
fifties, or if by necessity he was com. 
pelled to over toil in honest directions, 
he is called to settle up with exacting 
mature sométimes during the fifties. 
Many have it so hard in early life that 
they are octogenarians at fifty. Selati- 
cas and rheumatism and neuralglas 
and vertigos and insomnias have their 
playground in the fifties. A man’s hair 
begins to whiten, and although he may 
have worn spectacles before, now he 
asks the optician for No. 14 or No, 12 
or No, 10. When he gets a cough and 
is almost cured he hacks and clears 
his throat a good while afterwards, 
Oh, ye who are in the fifties, think of 
it! A half century of blessing to be 
thankful for, and a half century sub- 
stracted from an existence which, in 
the most marked cases of longevity, 
hardly ever reaches a whole century. 
By this time you ought to be eminent 
for piety. You have been In so many 
tattles, you ought to be a brave soldier. 
You have made so many voyages, you 
ought to be a good sailor. So long 
protected and blessed, you ought to 
have a soul full of doxology, In Bible 
times in Canaan every fifty years was 
by God's command a year of jubilee. 
The people did not work that year. If 
property had, by misfortune, gone out 
of one’s posses ton, on the fiftieth year 
it came back to him. If he had fool- 
ed it away, it was returned without 
a farthing to pay. If a man had been 
enslaved, he was in that year emancl- 
pated. A trumpet was sounded loud 
and clear, and long, and it was the 
trumpet of jubilee. They shook hands, 
they laughed, they congratulated.

But you ought to make 
the sixties more memorable to God and 
the truth than the fifties or the forties 
or the thirties. You ought to do more 
during the next ten years than you 
did in any thirty years of your lLfe, 
because of all the experience you have 
had. You have committed enough 
mistakes In life to make you wise 
about your juniors. Now, under the 
accumulating light of your past ex- 
perimenting, go to work for God as 
never before, When a man in the 
sixties folds up his energy, and feels 
he hae done enough, it is the devil of 
indolence to which he is surrendering, 
and God gemeraily takea the man at 


tis word aud lets him dle right away, 


His brain, that under the tension of 
hard work was active, now suddenly 
shrivels. Men, whether they retire 


from secular ot relichous work, goncral- 
ly retire to the grave. The world was 
made for work, There remaineth a 
rost for the people of God, but it Is 
in a sphere beyond the reach of tele- 
scopes. The military charge that de- 
clded one of the greatest battles of the 
ages—the battle of Waterloo—was not 
male until elght o'clock in 
ing, but some of you propose to go into 
camp at two o'clock in the afternoon. 

My subject mext accosts those In the 
seventies and beyond. My word to 
them Is congratulation. You have safe- 
ly crodacd the sea of life and are about 


to enter the harbor, You have fought 
at Gettysburg and the war is over.

THE ONTARIO LEGISLAYURE- 


Abolifion of Geverument Honkse Propose’ 
by Mr, Hayeock tut Withdrawn 
—Vosterday'’s Proceedings. 


Toronto, March 12, 

After the usual preliminary routin: 
at the Legislature yesterday, the A‘- 
torney-General moved: “That a se- 
lect committee of this House be ap- 
pointed to consider al! questions relat- 
ing to Government House property, and 
+he further question of the future malin- 
tenance or the discontinuance of tho 
maintenance of Government House by 


the province or otherwise, and to re- 
port therein, And that such commit 


tee consist of the Attorney-General and 
Messrs. Bronson, Dryden, Ferguscn.- 
Stratton, Haycock, Howland, Macnish, 
Macpherson, Marter and Whitney.” 

Mr. Hardy explained that the intent 
of the motion was to endeavor to 
evolve some feasible scheme relating 
to the support of Government House. 

Mr. Haycock immediately objected, 
and moved in amendment; “That in 
the opinion of this House the mainten- 
ance of Government House and the 
establishment connected therewith at 
the expense of the Goyernment should 
after the expiration of the term of of- 
fice of His Honor the present Lieuten- 
ant-Governor be discontinued.” 

The Patron leader, in explaining his 
amendment, complained that a resolu 
tlon worded exactly the same and ap- 
pointing the same committee had bee 
passed two years ago. The committe? 
had performed their duties well, and 
had reported to the House a year ago, 
so that the members had all the Infor- 
mation they needed on the subject. 
and Mr. Hardy's motion was unneces- 
sary. He wanted the opinion of the 
House on the subject immediately, 

Hon. Mr. Hardy hoped Mr. Haycock 
would not force the question in this 
manner, as he would like to have the 
committee consider the matter and 
make any suggestions they deemed ex: 
pedient. This was a matter of form, 
and he hoped the amendment would 
be withdrawn. « 

Mr. Haycock consented to withdraw 
it only on condition that the Attorney- 
General would promise to have the re- 
port of the committee presented to the 
louse before the close of the session. 

The Premier assented, and the amend- 
ment was withdrawn. The motion ac- 
cordingly carried, 

The following bills then 
committee: 

Bill respecting wages and the estates 
of deceased persons—The Attorney- 
General. 

Bul to further improve the Act re- 
Specting the Department of Agricul- 
ture—Mr, Dryden, 

Bill to amend the Married Women’s 
Property Act---The Attorney-General. 

The bill to amend and consolidate the 
Acts respecting the administration of 
justice in those portions of the pro: 
vince outside county organization, in- 
troduced by the Attorney-General, 
passed its second reading. 

In moving the second reading of the 
bill respecting loan corporations, Hon. 
J. M. Gibson made a few explanatory 
comments. The present laws relating 
to such companies were scattered and 
disorganized. The object of the bill 
be to consider and harmonize 
them. In the first place, the method 
of incorporation would be entirely 
changed by it. Application, including 
certain declarations, had to be made to 
the Provincial Secretary. The hon. 
gentleman then proceeded with a re-

EVENING SESSION.

Hon. Mr, Davis replied that the ma- 
chinery was required for carrying on 
the work of manufacturing b.nder 
twine. The cost of maintaining prison: 
ers at this institution was $93. 

Mr. Matheson supported the conten- 
tion of Mr. Meacham that it would be 
better to employ fewer prisoners upon 
machine work, and put more of them 
upon work that was more largely per- 
formed by hand. 

Mr. Haycock urged that the men 
who were placed in the Central Prison 
should be made as nearly as possible 
self-sustaining, and in order to do this 
it might be necessary to obtain the 
very best machinery that could be ob- 
tained. 

Hon. Mr. Gibson inquired what Kind 
of employment by hand labor the hon, 
gentlemen would suggest for the pri- 
soners. 

Mr, Meacham suggested that it might 
be more profitable to employ them in 
the manufacture of school books in- 
stead of binder twine, The Govern: 
ment might then be able to supply 
them cheaper than at present. ,

The King Doesn't Rely on Relatives. 

Athens, March 11.—King George au- 
thorizes the United Associated Presses to 
Blate that he does not expect, nor has he 
ut any time since the present troubles 
arose, expected either advice or ald from 
bis relatives upon or near thrones of 
Kurope, but relies enUrely upon the jus 
tice of Greece's cause. The King admit 
ted to the representative of the United As- 
sociated Presses that he had expected the 
tiost from the Prince of Wales, whose 
wife is the King's sister, and advised him 
to influence the recall of Sir A, Billotti, 
the Liritish Consul at Canea, Bat, His 
Majesty added, Billott! was a titled per- 
sonage, and was cnabled to spread official 
lies concerning the troubles In the Island 
of Crete, which found ready believers. 
King George further said that the muryel- 
ous dobillzation of the Greek fleet had 
provoked the Jealousy of the powers. The

What King George Says, 

Vielina, March 11,—The Neu Frele Presse 
Peoenee a KORORG of an Interview had by 
ts correspondent in Athens with King 
George of Greece. The King Is quoted as 
saying: "Greece hus done in Crete as 
Austria did in the case of Bosnia, when the 
Bosnian Cbristlans took refuge In Austria.” 
The King also sald that the Greek troops 
would remain in Crete and protect Greeks 
and Turks alike, His Majesty complained 
of the conduct of Sir A. Billottl, the Brit- 
ish Consul at Canea, tn assisting the Turks, 
Though Billlotth was a British Consul, be 
sald, he was a Levantine, more Turkish 
even that the Sultan himself. 





Britain, France aud aly in Accord. 


London, March 11.—Lord Salisbury de- 
elines to discuss the Oretan situation until 
it shall be shown that the negotiations 
which have been resumed with Greece have 
falled, and action is taken upon the ulti- 
matium of the powers. M. Hanotaux, For 
elgn Minister of France, and the Margnis 
Di Rudini, Prime Minister of Italy, con- 
cur In the view taken by Lord Salisbury 
and decilne to express any opinion upon 
the subject. Italy already has 15 war- 
ships In the Leyant, and Is on the eve of 
sending ten more, The Itallan lronclad 
Saidegna, the largest warship in Italy's 
navy, bas arrived at Spezzia, where the 
Itallan Dying squadron is assembling. 





The Situation at Athens, 


Athens, March 11,—The situation here Is 
improving, The city Is quieting and apart 
fiom an occasional burst of enthusiasm on 
the part of the people, there Is very little 
of an exciting nature to engage public at- 
tention. 

Amilcar Cipriani, the Italian Socialist agi- 
tator, arrived here to-day, accompanied by 
16 volunteers, for the purpose of entering 
the Greek military service. ‘The part 
was met by a mob, and was cheered al- 
most incessantly as it marched through 
the streets, The Government denies the 
report that the military authorities are 
forming a foreign legion. ‘The authorities 
want it to be understood that they do not 
desire any disorderly element or diibuster- 
crers in the military, sufficient number of 
Greeks to fight the battles of Greece being 
available. 

Witnesses of the arrivals of Cretan ref- 
ugees at the Piraeus, where 8000 of them 
@re quartered, describe thelr state as being 
extremely pitiable, They are utterly dest- 
tute, and most of them are emaciated from 
hunger and illness. Most of them are wo- 
men and children, and many of them were 
brought In open-decked sloops, exposed to 
the weather In an abecldtely nu 
Many of the women were driven raving 
mid through thelr sufferings and from 
fright, and several children were born at 
sca or upon the landing stages, where the 
miserable creatures disembarked,

Insists on the Landing of Troops. 


London,March 11,—A despatch from Rome 
to The Dally News says that Admiral Can- 
evaro, the Itallan who Is In command of 
the combined flects In Cretan waters, In- 
sista upon the necessity of landing troops to 
quell the rebellion in the Interior of the Is- 
land. The Itallan Government, after con- 
ferring with the Governments of other 
powers, bas therefore decided to send a 
force of troops to Orete, 

The Dally News will tomorrow publish 
a despatch from Salonica confirming the re- 
port of the unceasing military preparations 
that are belng made by the Turks. The 
officials In Salonicn, Micedonian and Kass- 
andra are selzing for the use of the army 
all the horses and mulea belonging to the 
Christiana In these places. They have re- 
celved orders from Constantinople to col- 
lect next year's taxes In advance. This 
fact, together with the loss of other prop: 
erty, hos caused despair among the Chris- 
tlans and much discontent among the Mus- 
sulmans.

Then, turning to the witness, Mr. 
Labouchere asked: “Did Mr. Rhodes 
keep faith by informing the High 
Commissioner of his intentions of as- 
sisting in the rising?" 

The witness vouchsafed no reply to 
the question, whereupon Mr, Labou- 
chere asked; “Do you decline to speak 
in order to shield yourself?" 

Other members of the committee in- 
terposed at this point, but Mr. La-= 
bouchere persisted in demanding an 
angwer to his question, and the wit- 
ness finally said: 

“It ls a matter of opinion whether 
Mr. Rhdes kept his word or not. I 
decline to say further.” 

In reply to a question by Sir William 
Harcourt, the witness said he did not 
think that Mr, Rholes had co-operat- 
ed with the High Commissioner i{n 
such a way as could have averted the 
raid. 

Kruger in the Orange Free State, 

Bloemfontein, Orange free State, 
March 12.—President Kruger has ar- 
rived here to arrange for a closer 
union with the Transvaal. He was 
entertained at a public luncheon, and, 
replying to the eulogistic toast of Pre 
sident Steyn, said he was‘not there to 
controvert the Queen's rights. Time 
would show he had always defended 
Her Majesty, and he had told his peo- 
Ple to respect her. He hoped the two 
republics would form indissoluble ties, 
but he never had any idea of the Free 
Biate being absorbed by the Trans- 
vaal,.

In actual battle the comparative fatality 
among men and horses is closely related 
to the nature of the fight. In fact, if told 
the figures, you could pretty well deter 
mine whether it was hand-to-hand battle 
of cavalry, when the men and horses would 
fall in almost equal numbers,or an artillery 
duel, when five or six horses would drop 
for each man ; whether they related to a 
victorious army, when the disproportion 
would not be great, or to a defeated and 
rotreating ariny, when the loss of horses 
would be immense. 


Tho skirmishes during the Peninsular 
war were mostly fought at close querters, 
and we find that the British cavalry loss in 
some fifteen of them amounted to 360 men 
and 380 horses. ‘This includes killed, 
wounded sand missing. At Castrillos, 
whore the hand-to-hand fighting was fierce 
and determined, the Fourteenth Hussars 
lost 55 men and 38 horses. At Talavera, 
where many British troops were sent to 
their last account by that horrible accidont 
of riding into # ravine at the commence- 
mont of the charge against the French, the 
men killed, wounded and missing number 
ed 240, and the horses 200, nearly half of 
each being catalogued aa ** missing.”

Support the whatever 
policy seems necessary, but it Is pretty 
cleanly Indicated that this policy will 
not Include any punitive action againse 
Grecee at the present moment, al 
though the three Emperors are openly 
desirous of dealing with King George 
in a high-handed fashion. Bach day's 
delay is making more conspicuous the 
new cleavage of Europe which the 
Greece-Cretan crisis has caused, 

Public opinion is now openly divid- 
ed, cast against west. Great Britain, 
France and Italy are arrayed against 
Russia, Germany and Austria. It 
would not be surprising or unnatural 
if this division became more distinct 
and permanent. I do not desire tv 
imply that there is any desire on the 
part of the Cabinets of the Western 
powers, or any one of them, to secede 
from the Buropesu concert, The new 
cleavage is the work of public senti- 
ment, and nothing else, Lord Salisbury, 
M. Hanotaux and Signor Rudini are 
all opposed to it, Nobody can calcu 
late yet to what it may lead. 

Sympathy with Greece In this coun- 
try Is being strengthened daily by the 
growing antagonism against Germany, 
emperor William's naval program has 
aroused intense feeling in all parties, 
Its virtual rejection by the committee 
of the Reichstag to-day will not mitl- 
gate English bitterness. 

There is immense significance in the 
British Government's reply to the Ger 
man Emperor, announced last night by 
Mr. Goschen, First Lord of the Admir- 
alty, in the House of Commons, Flis 
Janguage means more than is contain- 
ed in the ultimatum to Greece, Ile 
said: “In the present year there will 
be built sixty-six ships, and there will 
be 108 under construction, Is that pro- 
gram sufficient? It had been settled 
on the principle of seeing what forces 
we might have to meet. Looking at 
the normal shipbuilding of various 
countries we took a survey, and the 
result of that survey is embodied in 
the estimates we propose. But there 
is what I may call a balance of power 
in navies of: Kurope, and we should 
watch with some anxiety that that bal 
ance should not be disturbed by any 
abnormal effort on the part of any 
other power. 

‘'T am not frightened by program. 
You have programs of all sorts, politi- 
cal and naval programs, and they are 
not always executed. Some of the 
largest programs of foreign countries 
hive never come into execution, and, 
therefore, when a program is first 
launched to the world we cannot take 
it too seriously, because, like other pro- 
grams, it may be for home consumption 
or it may be for foreign consumption. 
I make these remarks in order to as- 
Sure the House that, though we may 
not take into consideration any parti: 
cular program, yet if any abnoral ef- 
forts are made or any abnorml pro- 
gram is actually put into execution, 
that would seem to disturb the general 
amount of naval power which would 
belong to different countries, certainly 
I should think it to be my duty, and 
the Government would think it to he 
its duty, to reconsider its position; and 
they would be perfectly certain, what- 
ever happened, if it were necessary in 
consequence of abnormal efforts on the 
part of any other power to make corre- 
sponding efforts here, to receive the 
support of the House of Commons.” 

These few remarks on behalf of lord 
Salisbury'’s Government will cause 
more bitterness in Berlin than any- 
thing that has happened since the fly: 
ing squadron was sent out. They were 
applauded by both sides of the House 
of Commons, and they are indorsed by

BLEW UP TURKISH TROOPS, 


A Rallroad Bridge NearSalonicn Shattered 
by Dynamite aud Many Drowned, 


Athens, March 13,—A despatch from 
Larissa, in Thessaly, says that a rail- 
way bridge over the River Vardnaria, 
near Salonica, Turkey, was blown up 
with dynamite while a train with 3000 
Turkish troops on board was crossing 
over it. A large portion of the bridge 
was completely wrecked. Several of 
the cans were overturned and fell into 
the river. Many of their ocoupants 
were unable to get out and perished 
before assistance could be rendered 
them. Other soldiers who managed to 
get free from the cars were dragged 
down by the weight of thelr accoutre- 
ments and drowned. It is not known 
how many lost their lives, but it is 
reported that the numiber is large, 

It is supposed that the explosion was 
caused by Macedonian malcontents. 

Advices from Canea show that the 
Pillaging of the houses of Christians 
is being continued, Mot by Turkish 
troops alone, but by the Turkish mu- 
nicipal authorities, and despite the 
fact that sailors and marines from the 
foreign warships landed ostensibly to 
protect the town, no attempt has been 
made to stop the robberies. Last night 
and to-day the municipal officers 
went to the houses of Christians, who 
fled from the city, and opened them 
under the pretext that they were to 
be used as lodging places for some of 
the nrany refugees. The object of the 
omfcers, however, was to steal any- 
thing they could place their hands on. 
They even took away the furniture 
and household utensils, to say nothing 
of other valunbles they found. In 
some cases the house was completely 
dismantled.

Great Britain has now 
taken steps to have the Christian lead- 
ers informed of what it is intended to 
do, in the belief that as soon as the in- 
formation spreads it will have the re- 
sult of stopping the fighting. Sir ‘Al- 
fred Biliotti, the British Consul here, 
has been instructed by his Govern- 
ment to have printed as soon as his col. 
leagues receive similar instructions & 
proclamation announcing the decision 
of the powers to grant autonomy to the 
island. The proclamation will give no 
detuils of the scheme, but will declaro 
as a cardinal point that Turkey shall 
have nothing whatever to do with the 
internal affairs of Crete, The procla* 
mation will be distributed as widely as 
possible and it is thought that the ef- 
fect will be very beneficial.

A Canadian Government Order for the 
Intercolontal Giveu to a Maryland 
Firm. 


Montreal, March 14.—(Special.)—For 
the first time since the completion of 
the Intercolonial, an American firm 
has recelyed an order from the Domin- 
fon Government for the supply of steel 
rails, and consequently the fact is more 
or less commented on in trade circles. 
It has for many years past been the 
custom of the Department of Rallways 
and Canals to purchase several thou- 
sand tons of rails every spring, and a 
few weeks ago tendera were inyited to: 
the supply of 1000 tonsa of 601b, rails 
for the Prince Edward Island section 
and 2000 tons of 67-\b, rails, the latter 
to be landed at Halifax, 

All the agents of English firms ten- 
dered, but your correspondent learns 
to-day that the Maryland Steel Co.'s 
tender has been accepted by the Gov 
ernment, and it is understood that the 








price is in the neighborhood of $209 per 
ton 

As before intimated, this is the firet 
time an American firm has ever been 
a successful tenderer for Intercolonial 
rails, although it is understood that 
Belgian rails have already been pur- 


chased for the Government railway.

France it can be easily seen that these 
fish, which are so heavily bontised by 
the Government of the Republic, will 
come into fatal competition with the 
direct exports of the Newfoundland 
dealers, 

“Has the matter been recently 
brought to the notice of the Imperial 
authorities?” the correspondent asked. 

“Yes, until we are tired; for nothing 
is ever done to relieve our people of 
this disadvantage. There is also an- 
other feature not generally recognized 
by those who discuss this question of 
fish bounties. The French Govyern- 
ment grant this bounty of $2 per quin- 
tal on the plea that the Newfoundland 
fisheries form a training school or re- 
cruiting ground for the French navy, 
when, as a matter of fact, very few, if 
any, of these men ever enter the navy 
of Old France.” 

Mr, Rendell, as well as Hon, Mr. 
Harris, believes that if the Canadian 
Government could hold out any pros 
pect of a satisfactory settlement of 
this question there would be little ob- 
ection on the part of Newfoundland 
to cast in her lot with Canada and 
round off the Dominion,

The River Thamens, 


If the plane now under way are car- 
ried out ag anticipated, the great work 
of widening and deepening the River 
Thames will before long be an accom: 
Piished fact, and the commercial im- 
portance of that river greatly increas- 
ed. It betnme clear to the authorities 
on extended examination and consulta- 
tion with engineering experts, that a 
2f-foot channel was required for at 
least nine-tenths of the shipping, it 
Was decided that the work should be 
prosecuted, to be done solely by dredg- 
ing.

THE DEVLIN APPOINTMENT 


Roman Catholics Por Manitoba, 


Hon, Mossrs, Laurier and Sifton have 
appointed Mr. Charles Devlin,late M,P. tor 
Wright County in Ouebee, across the river 
froin Ottawa, a8 special immigration agent 
to Ireland. 

As all know, Mr. Doylin is an ardont 
Irish Roman Catholic. In an interview 
since his appointwent he expressed himself 
as going to Troland to endeavor to induce 
his co-roligionists to torm settloments in 
Manitoba, 

It is not our intention to find fault with 
hia mission, for Irishmen of all creeds have 
during the last hundred years at all events 
stood shoulder to shoulder in winning 
Britain’s battles and in extending her 
trade. 

Attention is merely drawn to the depth 
of the Laurier scheme re Manitoba schools. 
Wherever twenty-five Roman Catholic 
children are in a Manitoba rural echool 
section the teacher SHALL bo Must be, a 
Roman Catholic. Manitoba farmers want 
hired men, and the merchants in villages 
require laborers. Four or five of Charley 
Devlin’s immigrant families placed in each 
school section in Manitoba, whero now 
there are only 97 sections haying thom in 
numbers, might readily bring about sucha 
condition of affairs as to have the great 
majority of rural school teachers in Mani- 
toba Roman Catholics, though Protestants 
would own nine-tenths of the proporty and 
be eighty per cent. of the population, 


After all, one might better trust to the 
Bishops than to Laurier and his flowers. 


The Bishops demand that Queen Vic- 
toria's court shall be supreme in Canadian 
national matters, while Laurier places the 
Pope of Rome supremo. 


The Bishops demand that only Roman 
Catholic taxes on their own properties— 
not one dollar of Protestant taxes—shall go 
to Roman Catholic schools, while’ the 
Laurier Greenway plan will make Protest- 
ants pay ninety of every hundred dollars 
of school taxes.

This meesage is of tremendous im- 
portance to every human belog. 

Pire bus been called a good servant, 
bus it lsn't. It ls a very wasteful ser- 
vant. Thig is dhe way it works when it 
je asked to produce electricity: Fire 
burns coal and produces heat which 
changes water into steam. The steam 
drives an engine and the engiie runs @ 
dynamo. Thus, fmally, we get electri- 
city, but meanwhdle wo have lowt about 
90 per cent of the power which we or- 
iginally had in the coal 

Now we can't stand such Wedtle as 
that, Coal—even if there were mo 
trust—would be too precious to throw 
awey. There's only a certain limited 
amount of it in existence, and eclentific 
men cain tell us with considerable ac 
curney when it will bo all used up, at 
the present mate, If wo oan get the 
amount of power which we now use 
and save more than three-quarters of 
our coal bill, it is a mmtter of general 
rejoloing; and that is just what Mr, 
Casey's exporiments foreshadow, Fore- 
shadow is the word. for the thing can- 
not be profitably done to-day. While 
there is a vast saving én energy, it is 
accomplished by a great extrivagance 
in money. The materialg used in Mr, 
Case's battery are very expensive. It 
is the principle which has been dis- 
covered; the commercial details must 
be worked out In the usual way—the 
way of overy tmvention that has bene- 
fitted humanity. 

Now let us see what Mr, Case does. 
Desiring to get electrical energy, he 
puts coal Into a battery and turns Its 
latent force directly Into electricity by 
a new chemical process.

What does this mean? It means that 
the enormous and costly furnaces and 
bollers of the Atlantic liner can be dis- 
pensed with, when this new system has 
been developed, Occupying but a 
mall purt of the space, yet furnishing 
an equal power, will be a system of 
‘batteries built on a plan which will 
be here described. No naked stokers 
will toll in the dreadful heat that 
rushes out from the furnace doors. In- 
stead, there will be a group of elec- 
tricijans feeding the batteries, and 
Watching the wires and the whirling 
dynamo. 

The most valuable part of the ehip 
which Is now occupled by the steam- 
generating apparatus wlll be made 
available far cargo and passengers, 
while nine-tenths of the room now 
@iven up to coal will be saved. 

A little lump of coal welghing two- 
tenths of a pound can be made by Mr. 
Case's method to yleld as much energy 
as the best electric plants to-day 
secure from five pounds of ooal. By 
hia new chemical process a himp of 
coal weighing one pound will prodice 
exactly five horse-power for one hour. 

That means that the Campania, a 
Vessel of 30,000 mdicated horse-power, 
would need according to this new 
System about three tons of coal per

The amazing power of his litte iup- 
Piratue-a greater relative power than 
Wis ever known before—could, he said 
be duplicated indefinitely at the pre 
sent time, and that, there being no 
Becret about the process, anybody 
could start in at once and take 
energy from coal without the use 
a steam engine, Mr. Case sfiid that 
the driving of the Campania across 
the ocean by means of this new system 
was mechanically practicable; that 
there were no engimeering difficulties 
In the way, and that the means by 
which these rewults could be secured 
were now known to the electrical 
work. 

Mr, Case said, however, that he ex- 
pooted many improvements Lo be made 
in the near future In the system he 
had devised of extracting the energy 
from coal, and that the attention of 
the eclentific world heaving been called 
to tho subject, he looked for new dls 
coveries as to the chemicala best ad- 
apted to the work. 

"lI make no secret about thie pro- 
cem,"" sald Mr, Case, “and with the 
ample explanation I have written any 
electrician oan go to wonk and per- 
form the experiment.

This gas 
any chemist or electrician will know 
how to handle with gafety, but an 
ignorant boy might do himself injury 
in endeavoring to extract the’ full 

potential energy from coal” 

Mr. Case wes assisted by Mr, Pros- 
ser, a student in the School of Mines, 
and the first experiment astonished the 
members of the audience, all of whom 
were clectrical experts. Hitherto the 
only known method of securing energy 
from carbon by a chemical means has 
béen through a galvanic battery, but 
the zinc is so expensive as to make 
this method inypracticable as a sub- 
atitute for steam. 

The Mventor explained to his audi- 
ence at Columbia that he had mic- 
ceeded in doing with carbon what the 
galvanic battery does with zinc, car- 
bon or coal being very much cheaper. 
He then attached the wires from tis 
cell to an electric bell, and as soon 
as he had dropped in some powder 
coal the bell began to ring, This show- 
ed that the energy of the coal was 
doing the work. The wires were then 
unfastened by Mr. Case and attached 
to an electric fan. The fan flew 
around with Mehtning speed. 

Mr. Case then sald that a remark- 
able Wlustration of economy in the 
conversion of fuels was furnished by 
animals, whose bodies were twice as 
economical as the steam engine. One- 
fifth of the potential energy of their 
food, he said. is converted Into work, 
and four-fifths Is converted into heat. 
But this four fifths was not all waste,as 
the human body had to maintain an 
average of heat under varying climatic 
conditions Mr. Case then explained 
the operation of the lungs in taking 
oxygen from the air. The blood from 
the lungs carries this oxygen through 
the arteries and to the tissues, whioh 
become oxydized and so produce heat. 

Mr. Case then performed an amazing 
experiment. He demonstrated that the 
chemical apparatus he has devised will 
extract force from blood just as weil 
as it will take It from coal He ex- 
hibited a large test tube containing a 
solution of haemogloblin from the 
blood of an ox. Holding the test tube up 
tothe light,Mr.Case showed that it was 
of the color of arterial blood, being 
fully oxydized. Then he added a re- 
ducing agent (a substance that ab- 
sorbs oxygen) to the blood and ex- 
cluded the air fram the tube by means 
of a rubber cork. The contents of the 
tube took on the color of Veinous blood. 
Mr. Case then pulled out the cork, ad- 
mitting the air, and the blood then 
took In the oxygen assumed the 
arterial color again. The lecturer ex- 
plained that this was precisely what 
happened with the blood in the human 
body, and that the experiment might 
be performed again and again. Every 
time the reducing agent was Introduc- 
ed the blood in the tube changed color, 
and when the cork was withdrawn It 
resumed its original hue. Mr. Case 
utilized thia test tube as a miniature 
cell. The two wires leading from its 
electrodes he connected with on elec 
tric bell. The energy from the blooa 
was transmitted over the wires, and 
when it mng the bell there was en- 
thusiastic applause. Connected with 
an electromoter, the force of the our- 
rent could be measured, 

Mr. Case then explained that In this 
novel battery the carbon was com- 
pletely oxydized at normal tempera- 
ture by oxygen held in loocee combina- 
tion.

SHOULD YOU ASK FOR 


Watt.—From a clinico-pathologic study, 
Phillips (Lancet, Jan, 23, 87, Pp 223) 
concludes that syphilis may give rise to 
the formation of gummata or the produc 
tion of general fibroid changes in the wall 
of the heart. Gummata of the left ventricle 
unless of very small size are dangerous to 
life, and when near the apex of the 
veutricle may cause sudden death. Such 
gummata may be suspected if in an in- 
dividual with syphilitic antecedents there 
occur signs of derangement of the action of 
the loft ventricle, with symptoms of em- 
barrased action, especially angina pectoris, 
tach yeurdia, ‘syncopal or epileptiform at- 
tacks stor in the right ventricle when 
dyspnoea, otherwise unaccountable, occurs. 
Extreme feebleness of the heart, without 
dilatation, gradually increasing in young or 
middle-aged persons who have had 
syphilis, suggests syphilitic disease of 
tho left side of the poses and 
long standing dyspnea may poin simi- 
acdinense of the right side of the heart. 
Dilatation of either side of the heart in 

syphilitic persons may result from syphilis 
tic fibrosis. Hypertrophy of the heart, 
without ascertaining cause and without 
corresponding increase in strength of 
heart, suggests syphilis. Aneurism of the 
heart wall may result from syphilitic local 
lesions aud may be fatal, with or without 
rujwure. It is probable that gummata and 
fibroid disr.ov in early stages -may re- 

leived by the usual specitic treatment, and 

there is every reason to believo that 

syphilitic lesions of the heart wall are not 
less amonable to treatment in their arly 
stages than syphilitic lesions elsewhere, 

though no cure can be expected when ad- 

vanced tissue che’¢ 8 are already pro- 

ducud, Syphilitic disease of the heart is 

prcbably more common than is generally 

recognized. T#s fnportance is the groator 

because it fleets persons at an earlier age 

that the usual degenerative conditions of 

the heart, and may insidiously advance un- 

til it causes sudden death in persons in the 

yrime of life, and apparently in perfect 

roulth. The existence of syphilitic affoo- 

tions of the heart cannot be without in- 

fluence on the action of aniwsthotios.

Ottawa, March 16.—(Special.)—Since 
the interview between Mr, Blair and 
the Executive of the Legislative Board 
of Rallway Employes, further dismiss- 
als have taken place on the Intercol- 
onial Railway.

When the people come to passé Upon the 
conduct of the prosent Ontario Govern 
ment, one of the administrative acts which 
will attract most unfavorable attention will 
be the engagement entered into with the 
Anglo-African Company as to mining lands 
In tho auriferous scotions of North-West 
ern Ontario. This concession is not only 
extraordinary in character—it is absolutely 
unique and without precedent in any min- 
Ing region in any country in all this w ido 

’ world, 

The arrangemont is, in brief, that the 
Corporation is conocded a three-year 
monopoly of 64,000 acros of land, or 
hundred squaro miles, in two blocks, one 
of 44,000 acres in tho Rainy River district, 
and anothor of 20,000 acres on Shoal lako, 
A doposit of $20,000 is mado by the Com- 
pany as 4 guarantoo that it will proceed to 
prospect, develop, and mine on tho terri- 
tory, and to expend $80,000 in tho first 
year, $40,000 in the second, and $50,000 
in the third. As the Company finds in its 
hundred squaro-mile resorve property that

ONTARIO LEGISLATURE. 


Members Putin a Pairly Good Day's Work 
Vesterday—Municipol Auditing and 
HOther Business Considered. 





Toronto, March 17. 

The correspondence in connection with 
the now celebrated Engledue deal was 
brought down by the Proyluclal Secretary 
yesterday, An account Is glyen in another 
column. 

The sitting of the Legislature yesterday 
Was otherwise unmarked by any pecullur 
Sensation, the business being the advanclug 
@ stage of a number of Dilis. 

The House in committee then discussed 
the Attorney-General’s bill to make better 
Provision for the keeping and auditing of 
municipal and school accounts, Mr, Strat- 
ton in the chalr, 

Mr, Reld of Addington suggested that the 
County Councils be empowered to appolut 
the auditors, * 


Lhe Attorney-General opposed this, be- 
cuuse It meant the appolntwent of too 
miby oficiales, He bad read the public 
press aud they hud all demunded just such 
@ measure us be had lotroduced, 

Mr. Whituey objected to the bill, be- 
cause IL was another meus of Liking Weir 
bower from the people and placing It in 
the hunds of Wie Government. 

Mr, Matheson coutended that there was 
nothing In the bill providiug for the uudit 
of all wunicipal accounts. 

Hou. G, W. Ross stated that the system 
of wudiUng proposed had been aaked for 
by the public. It was stated thut one 
Govertment oficial would tuke away x0 
much public Hberty, but at that rate he 
thought 45 county auditors would take 
away 45 Umes us much liberty. 

Mr, Whitney contended thut as many 
sub-auditors would have to be uppoloted 
by the Government as would be appointed 
by County Councils, so that the main dif- 
ference was that the people would be 
robbed of their power, 

The Attorney-General denled the exist- 
ence of u shadow of foundation for the 
previous speaker's comments, If the Coun. 
ty Councils were empowered to appoint 
auditors they would simply retain the old 
ones and there would be nothing done, 

Mocssrs, Meacham, St. Jobnu, Gibson and 
Howland followed. 

The bu with a few unimportant amend- 
ments passed the committee stage, 

Hon, John Drydeu's bill to amend the 
Agriculture aud Arts Act was next con- 
sidered. ‘Che bill, tt will be remembered, 
amalguniates the Creameries’ aud Dalry- 
men's Association. 

Mr. Howland contended that the bili 
would do away with the Creameries’ As- 
sociation, which had done much for thar 
industry. 

Mr. Mel’herson replied that the interests 
of the butter and cheese men were so 
Much in common, that both would profit 
by the bill, and expenses would be re- 
duced. 

Mr. Meacham objected that the butter 
makers were belng Injured to the adyan- 
tige of the cheese men. 

fhe Minister of Agriculture could not 
ive the exact statistics, but was certalo 
that the two industrles were in the handa 
of the siine men and therefore the bil 
could not Injure any elise, 

Mr. Whitney also objected that the Act 
would be discriminating against the butter 
mInakers of the province. He necepted the 
challenge of Hon, Jolin Dryden, and proy- 
ed that the traveling dairy was an idea 
Sticgested by the Opposition, 

Mr. Vattullo did not belleve that there 
ever wis any necessity for a creameries' 
Association at all, The province should rot 
relax Its attention to the cheese jndustry, 
because It had met so fur with such great 
sucCceEs 

The bill was then passed with slight 
Amendments.

Mr. Schreiner Doesn't Think Mr. Rhodes 
Had Any Chance to Stop the 
Jameson Kald, 


London, March 16,—In the inquiry 
into the circumstances of the Trans- 
Vaal raid, which was resumed by the 
Parliamentary South African Commit- 
tee in Westminster Hall to-day, Mr. 
W. Z. Schreiner, formerly Attorney- 
General of Cape Colony, was called ts 
the stand. Mr. Schreiner said in an- 
Swer to questions that he very much 
doubted whether there were any steps 
Which Mr. Rhodes could have taken 
that would have stopped the raid 
made by Dr. Jameson into the Boer 
territory, The overthrow of the exist- 
ing Government of the Transvaal Re- 
public, he sald, would pireatly en 
danger the peace of South Africa. He 
had positive knowledge, he added, 
that the Transvaal Government were 
extremely anxious to observe their 
treaty obligations with England. 


Lord Jasttee Kay Dead, 

London, March 16—The Hon, Sip 
Edward Ebenezer Kay, Lord Justice 
of Appeal, is dead. He was born in 
1822 and Was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge. He became author- 
ized reporter In the court of Lord 
Hatherley, then Vice-Chancellor Wood, 
and published “Kay's Reports” and a 
part of “Kay and Johnson's Reports.” 
He became a Queen's counsel in 1866, 
Was appointed a judge of the Supreme 
Court In 1851, was subsequently knight- 
ed and succeeded Sir Fl. Cotton as a 
Lord Justice of Appeal in 1890,

~NANSEN’S DUST, 


Important Suggestions Offered by Par- 
tioles Found on the Tee, 


On one of his expeditions to Green- 
land, Nansen collected many samples 
of dust from the surface of the snow 
on the lee floes between Iceland and 
Greenland, and was much interested 
in the Diatomaceae found in some of 
these, says Knowledge, The Diatoma- 
ceae are minute unicellular plants, 
each cell beng inclosed in a small 
case, or frustule, composed of siliceous 
material. This casing consists of two 
Valves or plates, one overlapping the 
other, somewhat after the manner of 
the two parts of a pill box. The sur- 
faces of these valves often appear 
beautifully ornamented, due to the pre- 
sence of depreksions, lying inethe in- 
terspaces of an elevated reticulation. 
The diameter of the plates is unsually 
less than one-two-hundredths of an 
inch, so that they require the highest 
powers of the miscroscope for their 
study. 

Nansen submitted his specimens to 
Professor Cleve, of Upsala, who, after 
identifying sixteen species and varie- 
ties, reported on them as follows: “The 
diatom flora of this dust is quite pecu- 
liar and different from that of all the 
many thousands af samples which I 
have examined, with the exception of 
one, with which it shows the most 
complete congruity, viz., a sample 
which was collected by Kjellman (dur- 
Ing the Vega expedition) on the floe 
ice at Cape Wankarema, near Bering 


Straits, The species and varieties are 
exactly the same in both samples. It 
is quite remakable that the diatom 


flora on ice-floes near Bering Sound and 
on the east coast of Greenland, are 
s0 completely alike and so unlike al) 
others. It indiaates that there is an 
open communication between the seas 
east of Greenland amd north of Asia,” 
Nansen adds: “All these (referring to 
his own specimens) were also found 
at Cape Wankarema, twelve of them 
being only known from there and from 
nowhere else In the whole world ; and 
that though the diatom flora of the 
Kara Sea, Franz Josef Land, Spitzber- 
gen and Greenland has also been part- 
ly examined.” All through bis paper 
Nansen showed his keen appreciation 
of little things. The minerals in the 
dust were also examined, no Jess than 
twenty varieties being recognized by 
Tornbohm, who exclaims: “Can it be 
possible that the terrestrial portions 
of the dust originate from Northern 
Siberia ? That it Is partly mud car- 
ried into the sea by the great Sibar- 
fan rivers ? The great variety of min- 
erals contained In the dust eeems to 
me to indicate that it originates from 
an extensive land region, and thus it 
scoms most natural to think of North- 
ern Siberia.

Speaking to his motion, Mr, Garrow 
said it would not be falr or just fu 
a political party In power at Ottawa to 
say (hat offensive partisanship on the 
part of the officials shall no longer be 
a virtue and at the same Ume to wink 
at it at Toronto, The resolution was 
not intended to censure the past ac- 
tions of officials, but only to cause 
them to stand side in future. The 
place of the official constitutionally was 
to stand between the Crown and the 
people, and the latter could not place 
much confidence in such officers as 
dabbled in party politics It was all 
right for them to say that they toox 
their official lives in their hands when 
they did so, but they had no right ty 
do so. They had, however, a right to 
speak their views privately and to 
cast their votes, Clever as many of 
the officials were, their influence had 
been greatly overrated, as they were 
looked upon as hirelings, <As far aj 
becoming candidates for civic honors 
was concerned, he did not believe that 


civil servants had time to devote to 
such things. 

Mr. Reid of Addington complained 
that his chief Opponent In the iate 


election had been a Government off: 
clal In receipt of a salary of $1200, and 
he had been so surrounded by »flicials 
that he wondered how he ever won his 
geat. Money had been used by Goy- 
ernment officials to defeat him. Sir 
Oliver Mowat had stood on a platform 
against him, surrounded by oflicials, 
and then afterwards, before the Young 
Liberal Club, he had been reported as 
saying that he did not know of a case 
of official partisanship. He told how 
40 voters had been put on Government 
lands to @nable them to qualify to 
vote for the Government. He would 
Support the resolution. 

Dr, Ryerson characterized the mo 
tion as an awakening of the Liberal 
conacience. But the question was, 
would the Government legislate and 
impose a penalty on such Officials ae 
Violated the principle of the motion’ 
The motion looked like a sop, It 16- 
lated only to permanent officials, while 


he believed it should also apply to 
those who take fees and such other 
emoluments. It looked as thouch the 


Government were making things Casy 
for their officials in the consciousness 
that they were soon to be swept from 
power, [Laughter from Messrs, Ross 
and Harly.) 

Continuing, the member for East To- 
ronto retorted that the Government 
would find out when their cold water 
temperance friends got after them how 
soon they would go out, 


The Attorney-General recalled the 
fact of Dominion officials taking an 
offensive part in the elections, and 


therefore he could not understand why 
the Opposition should show an indig- 
nation which they did not feal about 
provincial officials doing the same. It 
had become as much a part of Con- 
servative policy at Ottawa as the Na- 
tional Policy. 

Quoting Sir Charles Tupper, he said 
the latter had come up from Nova 
Scotia and had met together with the 
Opposition. “We challenge him to 
come forward and nail bis colors to the 
mast to meet us,’ said Mr, Hardy with 
some warmth. 

“Who said that?’ asked Mr, Whituey, 
the Premiers remarks haying become 
somewhat tangled at this point. 

“T sald it,’ said Mr, Hardy. Continu- 
Ing, he designated Sir Charles as a 
dictator of his party, a man who had 
put Hugh John Macdonald at the head 
of the Opposition in Manitoba and 
Mr. Whitney in that positioh in On- 
tario, as though they were creatures 
of his own, Sir Charles had said, in 
discussing the dismissal of Mr. Wade, 
that his views had been mistaken, if 
they had thought he did not desire ofi- 
cials to give full and active support to 
the Government which appointed them. 

In the face of those words It was 
rank hypocrisy for Opposition metm- 
bers to decry the partisanship of On- 
tarlo Government officials. He was 
not saying that officials should become 
candidates, but he did object to the 
Opposition’s policy of condemning his 
friends for permitting the evil, while 
they themselves condoned it in their 
own ranks. There were some posi- 
tions, such as judicial ones, jn which 
oMectals should refrain, but he did not 
seriously object to their Interference. 
as a whole. 

The Attorney-General quoted an edl- 
torial from The Recorder of Brock- 
ville, a paper published in. Mr, Whit- 
ney's constituency, in which Mr, Whit- 
ney was charged with bringing out a 
Mr. Brodeur, a customs official, as a 
candidate .for the Dominion House, 
And now, he continued, he was con- 
demning such tactics as fagrant of- 
fences.

1, No sheriff, county crown attorney, 
clerk of the peace, registrar of deeds, 
clerk of a surrogate court. clerk of a 
division court, bailiff! of a division 
court, license inspector, registrar, clerk 
or other officer attach¢d to the Supe- 
rior Courts, no permanent official em- 
ployed in any of the departments of 
the Government of Ontario, or any pri- 
son, hospital, asylum, or Institution of 
the Government of Ontario, shall aa- 
tively engage in any contested election 
to the Legislative Assembly, by can- 
vaesing, speaking ag public meetings, 
or acting as agent, oK otherwise on be- 
half of any candidate ut such election, 
or by collecting funas for the conduct 
of such election or in any other man- 
ner, 

2, Any person violating the  provi- 
sions of this Act shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $200 for each of- 
fence, such penalty ro be receyverable 
in any court of competent jurisdiction 
by any person who may sue therefor, 
and ehall in addition, at the discretion 
of the judge presiding at the trial of 
such action, be liable to forfeiture of 
his office. 

No one appeared anxious to place him- 
self on record and it appeared as 
though the bill would pavs. The At- 
torney-General cast anxious glances at 
the empty benches behind him, and 
then rose to address the House. He re 
ferred to the fact that there are very 
few precedents for the resolution that 
had passed. It had been a concession 
from the Government, and he belivey- 
ed that he had a right to appeal to 
the hon. member (Mr. Gamey) whether 
it was quite right for him to press this 
bill when the resolution had been plac- 
ed°upon the order paper and carried 
through the House unanimously.

A Novel New Materinl Made in Many 
Weaves and Neutral Colors, 
Smith Refuses to Apologize--Dryden Wants 
$10,000. 

A telegram from Whitby of the 16th 
inst, says :—The serious charge ageinst Mr. 
John Dryden, in regard to the Registrar- 
ship of ‘lis C&finty, recently made at a 
Liberal-Conservative meeting here by Mr.

Crispene is the latest and most up- 
to-date fabric now shown in the shops. 
It reached the local counters for the 
first time last week, and it comes all 
the way from the looms of “Bonny” 
Scotland. 

Crigpene is a wonder. For twentieth 
century progress and inventiveness it 
carries off the palm, It is designed to 
be used in semitailored gowns for sum- 
mer wear. It is a stiff, yet pliable fa- 
bric, woven of cotton threads across 
twisted fibre, and when washed does 
not need starching. It resumes when 
dry its pristine luster and crispness. 

Think of the time and trouble that 
will be avoided by constructing an out- 
ing suit of crispene. It never loses 
its freshness under any condition 
Whatever. It is far lighter in weight 
than pique ar duck. The latter, of 
course, must Invariably be starched in 
order to look even acceptable, And 
then, when beautifully laundered and 
as stiff as a board, duck wilts and 
droops in the face of the mildest little 
breeze, and its glory so lately acquired 
has fled again. But crispene is a 
more relfable friend. It does not re 
Quire starch, consequently it is never 

hot. In fact, the material is an ab- 
solute non-conductor of heat and cold. 
It never loses its shape in wearing. It 
does not drag down or sag and is 
really the product of some enchanted 
loom, that could turn out so satisfac 
torf and so beautiful a product, 

An Eton gown, built of crispene, 
without any lining whatever, is one of 
the prettiest suits shown for seashore 
or mountain wear. It gives a smart, 
charming effect, and is every whit as 
beautiful and striking as a stiff taffeta 
silk-lined gown. Crispene is the sort 
of material that will-submit to any sort 
of rack and wear, It Is certainly de 
stined to become the material par ex- 
cellence for all sorts of outdoor sports. 

The golf girl will certainly be cris- 
pened if she is wise. Surely the ten- 
nis girl will be. And there is not much 
doubt that the bicycle girl will take it 
into ber heart of hearts and cherish 
it there forever. 

The texture comes in several differ 
ent weaves, some of exceedingly fine 
threads, woven close, and others of a 
kind of loose mesh, The latter would 
seem undesirable, but the stiffness of 
each individual twisted fibre makes it 
absolutely impossible to twist the 
shape of the weave. The finer weaves, 
however, are prettier, and seem to 
have a more decided lustre. 

The price of crispene ranges accord- 
img to the weave, from 25 cents to 50 
cents per yard, and the goods is very 
wide, Seven yards is ample for the 
construction of a suit, and.if a little 
care is taken to avoid sweeping the 
streets with the edge of the skirt and 
otherwise soiling it it need not be 
laundered during the entire season. It 
wilt not in all the variable summer 
days lose its original freshness. Would 
that we might wear crispene all the 
year around, 

The piece used in the construction 
of the pattern Eton suit showed a blue 
ground, shot with white, The skirt 
was cut in elght gores five yards wide 
and was turned at the bottom with 
a deep hem. As the goods will shrink 
an inch or two when washed it should 
be turned down an equal amount of 
the waistband.

Government Strongly Crittelted In Regard 
fo the Malucational and 
Other Estimates.

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The Legislature yeaterday passed In 
committee, Mr, Chariton presiding, 
Hon. John Dryden's bill to iinprove the 
Trades Disputes Act, which provides 
for the appointment of an arbitrator 
by the Lieut,-Governor-in-Council and 
the notification by the Mayor to the 
Registrar in cases of strikes or lock 
outs, 

The Attorney-General’s bill respect- 
ing the Fisheries of Ontario, regulating 
and controlling the fisherles of the pro- 
vince, pending the decision of the 
Privy Council, was then considered 
clause by clause and adopted with few 
amendments, ~ 

In moving the second reading of his 
bil respecting the incorporation and 
regulation of joint stock companies by 
letters patent, Mr. Gibson stated that 
the Imperial Parliament was consider- 
ing a similar nreasure, 

Mr. Howland considered the bill an 
important one. He proceeded to point 
out to the Government a number of 
objectionable features which he 
thought should be altered or removed, 

The bUL was then read a second time. 

The Ilouse then resolved itself into 
Committee of Supply, Mr. Stratton pre- 
siding. 

Col. Matheson objected to the large 
royalty pald to the author of High 
Schools Algebra. 

Hon. Mr. Harcourt thought the roy- 
alty did not pay the author for the 
work spent on the book. Text books of 
the same kind in the States were sold 
at $1.25, while the Ontario book sold 
for 75 cents. 

Mr. Whitney favored open competi- 
tion In producing text-books, a system 
which was not followed by the depart- 
ment, 

Hon. G. W. Ross explained that the 
two algebra authors, Mr, Robertson 
and Dr. MeLellan, had written equally 
good text books and both had been ac- 
cepted, The Government or the Houre 
had no right to enquire how much the 
publishers or authors made on their 
books. The School Inspector of To- 
ronto had reported to the department 
that the pupils had paid but 18 cents 
each on an average for text books 
during the past year. 

Dr. Ryerson reminded the Minister 
of Education that he had not dealt 
with his bad bargain on Public School 
“Readers.” The city of Toronto Public 
Schovd! pupils paid last year $2000 more 
than should be necessary for achonl 
text books. 

Co], Meacham admitted that the Gov: 
ernment did not directly pay the rmy- 
alty, but it came nevertheless out of 
the pockets of the children of Ontario, 
The schoal books cost double what 
they should cost. He suggested that 
American books might be cheaper. 

Col, Matheson affirmed that the 
House would not submit to having 
favoritism shown in the authorization 
of school books. 

Hon, G. W. Ross read a copy of an 
agreement which every publisher had 
to endorse before he Ws authorized 
to publish a text book. The quality 
of binding, paper, etc,, Was guaranteed, 
so he thought the department could 
not possibly take more care, 

He quoted the prices of Ontario and 
American school books to show that 
in all cases the former were much 
cheaper. Col, Meacham had suggested 
the introduction of American text- 
books. He would not introduce & single 
American hook while there was 4 
Canadian author capable of writing it.

Vhile the proparations of lead and copper 
are not available for this purpose on account 
of their highly detrimental action from a 
hygonio stand point, a two per cent. solu 
tion of nitrate of silver can be used, but 
not simultaneously with pyrogallic acid, 
since if both are used simultancously there 
is danger of the appearance of coxio sytip- 
toms. Para-Phenylone diamine in combina 
tion with a three per cent solution of hydro- 
gon per-oxide, which has beon recommended 
by Erdmann, can be used for the purpose 
Wy obtaisiog a dark brown to black colors 
on furs and on head hair and foathora, but 
it cannot be used on living hair, as it 
produces a dangerous eczema; on account 
of which the patent was annulled. Richter 
gives special praise to a preparation known 
as aureol, which has the following consti- 
tution ;

ORANGE VIEWS. 


The Grand Master of Ontario 


Speaks. 


At the opening of the 38 annual session 
of the Grand Orange Lodge of Ontario 
East at Picton on the 17th inst., R. W. 
Grand Master John W. Bell, M.P., in the 
course of his annual address, referred to 
the recent Dominion general elections. 
Tu this contest, he said, questions of vital 
importance to the Dominion, oyer which 
the two great political parties were divided, 
were entirely overlooked, and the leading 
issue in the campaign was the ‘* Manitoba 
School question.” 

‘Tam glad to be able to say,” Mr. Bell 
proceeded, **that Manitoba is still free, 
and the Association throughout the juris- 
diction of this Grand Lodge is united to 
oppose any interference by the Dominion 
Parliament to establish Separate Schools 
in that Province.” 

“Tn my opinion, the timo has come 
in the history of the Dominion of Can- 
ada when all parties and sects should be 
®& upit with a strong Canadian senti- 
ment as statesmen and citizens, to ad- 
yance the interests of our country, there- 
by making happy homes for our wives 
and children. Iam opposed to Separate 
Schools and special lezislation for any 
sect or religious denomination. I ain 
also opposed to any interference by the 
clergy of any sect attempting to dictate 
what Governments shall or shall not do. It 
strikes me forcibly that when the clergy of 
any sect undertake as a body to secure 
special legislation for their own advantage, 

ey manifest agreater desire to become 
masters of the earth than to secure an in- 
heritance in heaven. TI will say, further, 
that, in my opinion, any party or Govern- 
ment that adopts remedial legislation as a 
plank in their platform for the purpose of 
establishing Separate Schools, or that sends 
one of their ministers or delegates to con- 
sult His Holiness the Pope of Romo re- 
garding the legislation of Canada, has no 
right to the confidence vod support of the 
Orange Association.”

AUTO:'GARS FOR TOURING. 
Ab Innovation Promised as a Feature of 
Continental Sravel, 


The bicycle wii have a rival on the 
continent this coming season. There is 
in London an orgamzaudon known 4s 
the Motor Car Club, and its membeis 
are devoted (oO the one idea of develop 
ing and pupulaiizing iu every way 
Pim ible Loose curious inventions which 
@re like and yet unlike the horseless 
cairlage. Di, Carl Secily, a leading 
club member,who Is the tourist's guide, 
pliiceeoplier and friend, has taken up 
the matter of motor car excursions, 
and will devote his time antlirely to the 
project this next season, 

The autowar which he has In view 
for general use iby the tourists is of 
Seven horse power wad will carry six 
people, Dr. Scelg declares that it will 
make better time than any team of 
borseu, and, besides; alf danger of a 
runaway will be avoided. ‘This auto 
cir Will be fitted up in a luxurious man- 
hee. 

‘Tiere Was a quiet experiment made 
last year with ane of these vehicles, 
although the invention had not been 
perfccted to the extent it is at present, 
and the result was surprising. It was 
aimost like having your house along 
with you. A stop could be made at 
any time, and no one had to stay in 
the car to hold the horse. Supposing 
the party reached an inn Where there, 
were poor accommodations for horses, 
they found the usual drawback en- 
tirely absent. A tarpaulin, which Is 
carried in the bottom of the oar, could 
be thrown over the vehicle, and that 
was all the shelter it needed. 

It Was demonstrated on this trial 
trip of the machine that the great 
fear of both the inventor and the 
builder was in no danger of realization. 
It was believed by both of the gentle 
men mentioned thut while the car 
would move briskly along on roads 
that were fairly good, when ft came 
to genuinely rough travel, euch as 
tourists who traverse the continent 
must of necessity often experience, the 
greatest difficulty would be found In 
making progress. 

So the car was taken to Switzerland 
and from there to France through the 
paeses and over the rough roads with 
which the country lying on the border- 
land of the two nations abounds. What 
was the surprise of the four persons 
occuping the vehicle, all of whom had 
made the trip before by other con- 
veyances, to find that locomotion was 
easier and attended with much less 
danger than when they had traversed 
the country at the mercy of the dili- 
rence.

According to the precedeut of Queens- 
berry, three minutes for sparring and one 
for rest wus a round, The blows fell muf- 
field and the contestants seemed to be on 
xood terms and frequently united, even In 
the most violent encounter, When the 
kook was atriuck by the timekeeper, they 
DrompUly retired to their cUlve corner, 
wat down in thelr chairs, and were diligent- 
ly fanned, rubbed, sponged and wiped by 
the men in red swoaters, as grooms care 
for a horse. The men seemed to be fa- 
tigued carly, perepiced profusely and 
brenthed with their mouths open. 

During some of the rounds Corbett bit 
Fitzsimmons on the face, making him look 
like & great schoolboy, and gazing around 
with a smile like Banquo at the banquet of 
Macbeth, And so It went on for nearly an 
hour, the audience eltting quietly as at 
i theatre or In a circus or at a bull game, 
with occasional cries of applause at some 
agile movement or some resounding blow. 

And thea, without wurning, the most sur- 
Drising, unexpected and inexplicatde event 
occurred=—the first, the last and the only 
dramatic Incident of the occasion, like the 
catastrophe of a trmgedy that fulls before 
the climax has been reached. 

The auditors had grown a trife listless. 
Bets were still offered at 100 to 75 on Cor- 
bett. He was not marked by the attacks 
of his adversary, whom he seemed to touch 
almost at will, But it was observed that 
his blows had little effect upon the tough, 
obdurate trunk of Fitz. They lacked steam 
and force. The carly predictions of a 
short, sharp and decisive battic by the 
Dirtisans of both men had already been 
disproved. The tension was relaxed among 
the spectators, who had nopaxsntly con- 
cluded that the struggle might be Indefin- 
itely prolonged without declalye results. 

Corbett advanced rap] from his corner, 
with agile step and confident smile Tiere 
was the custemary display of gymnastice, 
felnting and pranc forward and back- 
ward, oeckins and dodging, followed by 
a repetition of the apparently harmless ex- 
change of futile blows that had become fa- 
ticulog by thelr previows menotony. 

Suddenly Fitzsimmons was seen to deliver 
a sauvage leody blow near the "pit of Cor 
bett’s stomach. He then sprung away, 
and Corbett did not fellow him, Fitzsim- 
Mons was the only man beside his antago- 
nist who recognized the awful character of 
the blow. 

He knew the fight was over, as his con- 
duct showed. 

The pugilists bad separated near the 
Western side of the platform, and Pits 
simmons turned with buffoon gesture and 
bloody grim to the audience. When Cor- 
bett, who wus still erect. suddently totter. 
ed, a swift spasm shuddered through bis 
limbs, he sank slowly upon his left knee, 
his head fell fotward upon his knotted 
chest, «a deadly pallor overspread his fea- 
tures, he leaned for an instant upon his 
right hand in a precise attitude of the ny: 
lng gladiator In the famillar statue deserib- 
ed by Kyron when his manly brow “con- 
sents to death, but conquers agony.” 

Then he clutched the rope with his gloved 
havd and pulled “himself with tremendous 
effort to his knees. Meanwhile the fatal 
bell was tolling his knell—one, two, three, 
four, five, six, seven, elght, ninc—and be- 
fore he had folly regained his fect It struck 
ten oud the battle was over. 

For an instant the audience scemed quite 
us touch dazed as the defeated pugillat, 
oud was uncertain what had happened or 
how it ws done. There was tremendous 
tumult, hubbub and confusion, and a wild 
rush for the platform, with cheers for Fitz- 
Siminous. 

Corbett, meantime, having recovered from 
the effects of the concussion of his heart, 
exasperated by defeat, sought to renew the 
coufilet, and for a moment a general fracas 
scomed imminent. 

The platform was a furlous hurly-buny 
of struggling attendants, officers, detectives 
ald spectators, which the referce was pow- 
erless to calm. But It soon subsided. 

The victor and the vanquished had an 
naimtcable loterylew in the conquérors cor. 
ner, onl Kitesimmons departed for glory, 
fame und fortune.

New System 








Inaugurated by the Grand 


Trunk. 


The officials of the grand Trunk have just 
completed « re-organization of the last 
freight service in and out of Toronto, by 
which it is expected that very much faster 
time willin future be made with freight.

Their Successful Treatment at Rossland, 


A tolegram from Rossland on the 20th 
linst. says: ** The socond tost of low grade 
ore from Le Roi mine, made in O.K, con- 
centrator, has just beon concluded, and is 
a most successful showing. It is beyond 
doubt that immonse bodies of oro, hither 
to considered of too low grade to yield 
profits, can be successfully treated. The 
authorities say the discovery moro than 
assures the future of the camp.”

THE DELORO MILL. 
And the Process by which the Goldis Extract. 
ed from Its Matrix. j 


At the mine two shafts have been sunk, 
one of them rather more than 200 feet, the 
other somewhat less. These shafts are 
about 400 feet apart, and are connected 
by a tunnel recently completed, in which 
the work of taking out ore is going on 
rapidly, From 35 to 59 tons of ore is 
hauled daily from the mine to the mill, a 
distance of a little over two miles. Highty 
mon ure at work at the mines, and of the 
other 50, partare at tho mill and the rest 
out paoenecing in the townships, The. 
wages bill is about $1,250 a week, and 
with few exceptions the mon employed 


are residents of Marmora, so that the 
importance of tho institution to the 
town is not small. When the ore is 


carted to the mill it is piled inside the 
top flat of the building, and if it comes 
from the first shaft is ready for crush- 
ing. If from the second shaft, where 
there is a good deal of moisture, it is drivd 
atonce. After being crushed into reason: | 
ably small pieces the ore is put through | 
rotary mill, which breaks it up and passes 
the product along to the second mill, that 
will only receive particles of a certain 
maximum size, the rest being sent back to 
the first mill. The powdering process is 
repeated in the sepa and third mills, to 
such a degreo that when the crushed ore 
comes through the screens to the thud 
mill it is powdered so fine that tho at- 
mospbere is heavily charged with a black 
smoke like dust, 

The process of extracting the gold is 
much like the homely process of procuring 
lye from wood ashes. The black powder 
is put in vats. the chemical solution is 
added, and the whole is then left standiay 
a specified time, at the end of which the 
liquid is drawn off, This liquid, which 
contains cyanide of gold, is spoken of as 
quite travsparent. Means are then taken 
to alter the form in which the gold is held, 
and a black or reddish black precipitate is 
the result. From this pure gold is readily 
obtained. 

Mispickel ore, leaving out of account tho 
flinty quartz in which it is foand, is made 
up of alarge proportion of iron, some 
sulphur, a good deal of arsenic, a little 
silver and from one-quarter to two ounces 
of gold to the ton. ‘lhe average value of ' 
the ore now being treated is said to he 
about $12 in gold, The process omployed 
is designed to save both the gold and the 
silyer, and aftor a while facilities will be | 
furnished to save the arsenic, which has a | 


value of about $25 a ton.

The letter continues: “The fact ts 
now that there is no doubt that the 
Emperor, if not specifically inxane, is 
Hable to fits of aberration, which, 
while they last, are indistinguishable 
from madness. 

“His local derangement behind the 
car and almost in contact with the 
brain has hitherto been kept In safe 
limits by a treatment which provokes 
a constant discharge. While the dis 
charge lasts the pain is not very great 
and the inflammation and swelling of 
the affected parts being relieved there 
is nothing either intolerable or alarm- 
ing. 

"But, it appears, it has lately be 
come increasingly difficult to maintain 
the process, and the result is a com: 
bination of pain, excitability. depres- 
sion and restlessness which has 
brought the Emperor to a condition 
fearfully alarming. 

“No Hohenzollern is allowed to as- 
cend the throne or to keep it if he Is 
afflicted with an incurable discase, and 
it is obvious no madness can be toler 
ated in the Emperor, The knowledge 
of this is said to be disabling the rule 
of his house, and Is doubtless intense- 
ly aggravated by the symptoms of diz 
ease. 

"Tt is said that should things get but 
little worse Prince Henry of Prussia, 
the Emperor's brother, will be pro- 
claimed regent, with an advisory coun- 


cil, on which the constituent sover- 
elgns of the Empire will be repre- 
sented.”

Iwo Currents of Opinion.

There are two currents of opin- 
jon flowing, one in Russia and Ger 
many, and another in Great Britain 
and Italy, and these are diametrically 
opposed to each other.

Wutlook Not Reassuring. 

Canea, March 22.—The outlook in 
this city and vicinity is not very re 
assuring. ‘The situation of the ‘lurk- 
ish garrison In the fort at Malaxa is 
very critical, The place is besieged by 
insurgents and the Turkish troops have 
not enough provisions to last them 
more than two days. Attempts have 
been made to revictual the #ort, but 
the insurgents have rendered the ef- 
forts fruitless. If the Christians cap: 
ture the forts at Malaxa and Kera-- 
tidy, which it now appears highly 
probable they will do, Canea will be 
Virtually blockaded landward. 

Malaxa is within the limits of the 
Turkish cordon drawn by the admirals 


of the foreign fleets, but this Zict does 


not prevent the operations of the insur- 
Sents within the line, they refusing to 
recognize the authority of the ad- 
mirals to establish a cordon. 

A body of Turkish troops who were 
trying to convey provisions to the fort 


at Malaxa were held in check through- 
out the day by the Christian insur 
gents. The troops finding that they 
could not reach the fort signalled to 
the gunboats in Suda Bay, requesting 
aid. The gunboats opened fire upon 


the insurgents, but could not drive 


them from the positions they occu- 
pled, which effectually commanded the 
approaches to the fort. So far as known 
the fire from the warships did no dam: 
age. 


The insurgent leaders reiterate their 


refusal to accept autonomy from the 
powers, and declare that if the island 
is not annexed to Greece they desire 
War. 


If it were not for the support afford- 


ed the Turks by the powers they would 
in a short time be driven from the is- 
land. It is believed here that success 
has so intoxicated the leaders of the 
insurgents that they would not hesli- 
fate to assume actual hostilities 
against the powers. 


If they should join forces with the 


Greek army of occupation and resist 
the powers it would take @¢ strong 
force and a large expenditure of money 
to conquer them. 





Excitement in Jerasalem. 
Athens, March 22.—The Akropolis 


reports that there is great excitement 
among the Greeks and Arabs in,Jeru- 
salem, Two thousand Christians in 
Palestine and Syria are preparing to 
oppose the Turks In the event of war. 
A number of Abyssinian pilgrims have 
also been affected by the war feeling 
against the Turks, and are joining the 
Christians, 


The Greek warships Alpheos and 


Peneuns, which were recently recalled 
from Crete, have arrived at Salamis. 
The insurgent chief Manoul! declares 
that the insurgents mistook the Aus- 
trian warship Sebinico, which lately 
fired upon and sank a Greek schooner 
off the Island of Crete, for a Turkish 
vessel, and, for that reason, fired up- 
on her. He adds that the schooner 


had landed three cases of ammunition 


before she was sunk, One Christian 
was wounded by the fire from the 


warship. 





Neutral Zone Proposed, 

Vienna, March 22,—The Neue Frele 
Presse says that England, with a view 
of preventing a collision between the 
Turks and Greeks on the Thessalian 
and Turkish frontier, will propose to 
the powers that a temporary neutral 
zone be established, to extend a mile 
on either side of the border,

The four great appropriation 
bills—the Agricultural, the Indian, the 
Sundry Civil and the General Deficl- 
ency, Which also failed for lack of Mr. 
Cleveland's signature, and which were 
re-introduced and passed last week 
by the House, were referred to the 
Committee on Appropriations. A reso- 
lution was agreed to calling upon the 
President for the correspondence be- 
tween this Government and Spain, anJ 
between the State Department’ antl 
Consul-General Lee in regard to the 
arrest, imprisonment and death of Dr. 
Ruiz, and inquiring what steps have 
been taken in the matter. At 5.40 p.m. 
the Senate adjourned until to-morrow.

Leticr From the Mayor of Uristol Aceept- 
jug the luvitation ty Scud 
Delegates. 


Ottawa, March 22,—(Special.)—Dr. 
Bourinot, C.M.G., honorary secretary 
of the Royal Society of Canadas, has 
received the following letter from the 
Mayor of Bristol, Engiand. accepting 
the invitation to send a delegation to 
Halifax to take part in the 
celebration of June next:

Council to attend as guests of the so- 
clety, and representatives of the mu- 
nicipal corporation and citizens of 
Bristol, the meeting to be held in the 
city of Halifax, N.S., under the aus:

the purpose of commemorating the 
voyage of the Cabots to North America 
in 1497. I need hardiy say that the 
gentlemen whom the City Councll have 
nominated to represent the city cf 
Bristol] on such an important and in*-r 
esting occasion are prominent citizens 


of the highest repute. ‘Thev have been 
ana are justices of ine peace, 4nd nave 


both filled the high office I have now 
the honor to hold, Mr. Barker in 1892-3, 
Mr, Davies in 1895-6. They are mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee ap- 
pointed to carry out the Cabot com- 
memoration to be held in Bristol vl 
multaneously with that to be hed in 
the city of Halifax. May I ask you 
to be good enough to assufe the Royal 
Society of the deep sympathy felt by 
the citizens of Bristol with the so- 
clety’s proceedings for commemorating 
an event son interesting to English- 
men and their descendants in all parts 
of the globe, but especially the people 
of Nova Scotia and the inhabitants of 
Bristol.

This cap cornerstone, which is en- 
graved on its face with the initials of 
the school and its date, is inlaid in the 
eentre with a piece of Egyptian onyx 
taken from the Temple of the Sphinx, 
and widch was presented to the crue 
gaders by a sheik of the Bedouins of 
that neighborhood. 

The stone is designed to be subse- 
quently removed from its position and 
placed in the centre of the marble floor 
of the main hall of the temple. 

Advancing to the stone Mrs. Kather- 
ine A, Tingley, who is the directress of 
the school, placed within the receptacle 
@ square tin box containing a history 
of the movement, “Best Thoughts of 
Crusaders” and various parchments, 

The capstone was then lowered and 
formally dedicated impressively. Mra 
Tingley said : 

“J dedicate this stone, a perfect 
Square, a fitting emblem of the perfect 
work to be done in the temple for thé 
good of humanity and the glory of the 
ancient sages.” 

Corn, oil and wine were brought in 
order ‘by the participants and sprinkl- 
ed by the directréss upon the stone, 
These were f by earth, emblem 
of man's body; broken bottle of air, 
emblem of man’s breath; water, em-_ 
blem of man’s inner self, and fire, em- 
blem of man's spiritual power. 

“May these fires be lighted, and may 
they burn forever,’’ was the invocation 
offered, 

Rev. W. Williams of England then 
read a portion of Christ’s sermon on 
the mount from the orthodox Bible, 
following which quotations appropri- 
ate to the occasion were recited from 
Hindoo scriptures, St. Paul, Hennez, 
the Bible, Chinese sages, Confucius, 
Emerson, the Persian Bible, Buddhist 
scriptures, etc. 

Following, Mrs. Tingley spoke of the 
great significance of the occasion. 
“The school,” she said, “will be inter 
national in character, but American in 
center; a light to lighten the dark 
places of earth. Children will be 
taucht the material rules of physical, 
mental and spiritual life, and how to 
gain strength to use them for the 
blessing :{ the entire world.” 

The exercise then closed with a num- 
ber of eloquent and impressive ad- 
dresses. President Hargrove, in the 
course of his remarks, stated that the 
tuition in the school would be free, 
teachers draw no salary and the real 
object would be to bring about the true 
and harmonious development of the 
pupils in the highest sense of the word.

An Influential Delegation Walted on the 
Government re the Harcourt Bill, 


Toronto, March 23, 


The wholesalers and the retallers in 
the liquor trade, as well as the con- 
Sumers and also those who presumably 
are not conSumers, having appeared 
in large numbers to represent their 
views on the Harcourt license bill be- 
fore the Government, there remained 
yet one interest to be heard, That con- 
Sisted of the worthy gentlemen who 
make the liquor; hence, the Brewers’ 
Association gathered in force yester- 
day to do what they could in the way 
of argument before the Ministers to 
Protect their business interests, in 
view of the fact that the bill will in 
4ll likelihood come up for its second 
reading to-morrow. ;

The spokesman Lir, Z.\ A. Lash, 
Q.C,, who stated that the arguments 
of the license-holders were approved 
of by the Brewers’ Association and 
he therefore would not repeat them. 
He called attention to the interests 
Which any change in the law would 
affect. The association was composed 
of 60 brewers, every brewer In Ontarlo 
being a member. These men and those 
dependent upon them, besides the 2500 
license holders and their employes, 
were interested in the proposed mea- 
sure. There were seven brewerles in 
Toronto alone, employing on the whole 
€00 hands, which, of cource, represent- 
ed a large iaterest. There was a large 
amount of capital, running away up 
into the millions, invested in the trade. 
Many of the license-holders were in- 
debted to the association for the capl- 
tal invested in their business. There- 
fore any change would involve tremen- 
doug interests. Any change should, 
therefore, be warranted on the highest 
grounds of public policy and he did 
not belleve the proposed changes were 
thus warranted. The Government 
could not entirely wipe the trade out; 
therefore, the question was not one of 
prohibition, and not one of the mor- 
ality of the case. It was one of re- 
striction “only, and the bill would de 
stroy so much property without com- 
pensation that it was worth serious 
consideration, — 

Mr. Lash then read an official pam- 
phlet giving the statistics of criminal 
convictions respectively during periods 
when the trade was under stringent 
restrictions and when tts operation 
was not so greatly hampered, betweer 
the years 1881 and 1893.

Railway, which would be of reat 












urgent that a strong deputation was sent 


authorities in Montreal a few weeks ago. 
Tho deputation performed its duty ably, 









the Grand Trunk conceded their request, 
any agitation having in view the bringing 
in of a rival road would not be successful. 
Tho work of tho doputation was just bo- 
ginning to bear fruit; already the Grand 
Trunk had sent an engineer, rond master, 
and divisional traflic superintendent to 
Madoc to inquire into the state of the El 
Dorado branch and the possppilitics of 
traftico; and, we have authority for the 
statemont, the reports mado wore favor- 
able. Matters were progressing thus 
satisfactarily, whon, at the meeting of the 
Council on Monday last, a resolution fayor- 
ing the bringing in of the C.P.R, was in- 
troduced by an Alderman who has resided 
a little over two yoars in tho city, is 
not a property owner and is not personally 
assessed for a sufficient amount to give 
him a logal seat in the Council. The Mayor 
would Lay. stultified himself had he per- 
mitted tho resolution to be voted upon 
without entering his protest against it. 
He pcinted out that the resolution would 
probably render futile the offorts being 
mado to induce the Grand Trunk to give 
the city what it noeds more than anything 
namely, connection with the North. The 
substance wasin sight and the Council 
was asked to pursue a mere phantom by the 
resolution. 

Tho Mayor did his duty in opposing the 
resolution. It was mere buncombe, how- 
ever, and is not to be regarded seriously. 
Connection with the C. P. R. could never 
be obtained without a heavy bonus from 
the city, and, as the Mayor stated, Belle- 
ville will saddle itself with no more railway 
debt. Just when Mayor Johnson took his 
se\t in the Council last fall the Messrs. 
Lizier appeared before the Executive 
Committees and made the modest request 
that the city should guarantee the debt of 
the Street Railway to the extent of about 
$19,000. He took a strong stand against 
such a proposal. In his lofty way 
Mr. S. S. Lazior propounded at this 
meeting a great scheme for C. P. R.

SPEECH 
Hon. Gentlemen of the Senate: 
of the House of Commons: 

In welcoming you on your attendance at 

the second session of the present Parila- 
ment, I desire to express the gratification I 
feol at the evidences which prevail through- 
out the Dominion of the loyalty and affec- 
tlon entertained by the Canadian people for 
Her Majesty the Queen, and of the desire 
tojoin with their fellow-subjects in ail 
parts of the Empire in celebrating the 
Yiamond Jubilee in a®manner worthy of the 
joyous event. And Iam pleased to be able al- 
so to announce that, iu accordance with an 
invitation fom the Imperial Government, 
arrangements are being made for an effect- 
ive representation of the Dominion in con- 
nection with the commemoration of this 
historle occasion at the Capital of tho 
Empire. 

Immediately after the last session tho 
Government of Manitoba was invited to hold 
a conference with my Ministers on the sub- 
ject of the arievances arising out of the Act 
of that province relat'ng to Education passed 
in the year 1889. In repon-e to that invita 
tion three members of the Manitoba Gov- 
ernment came to Ottawa, and after many 
and protracted discussions a settlement 
was reached between the two Governments, 
which was the best arrangement obtain- 
able under the existing conditions of this 
disturbing question. 1 confidently hope 
that this settlement will put an end to the 
agitation which has maiced the harmony 
and impeded the development of our coun- 
try, and will prove the beginning of a new 
era to be characterized by generous treat- 
ment of one another, mutual concessions 
and reciprocal good will. 

A measure will be submitted to you for 
the revision of the Tariff, which it is believ- 
ed will provide the necessary revenue, and 
while having due regard to industrial 
interests, will make your fiscal system more 
satisfactory to the masses of the people. 

You will be asked to give your support to 
a Bill abolishing the present and unsatis- 
factory Franchise Act and adopting for the 
election of members of the House of Com- 
mons, the franchiso of the several Prov- 
inces, 


My Government has determined that the 
advantage to accrue, both to our western 
producers and the business interests of the 
whole Dominion, from the comp'etion of 
the works for the enlargement of the Sc- 
Lawrence canals, should no longer be 
deferred, and has, subject to the approval 
of Parliament, taken the Initial steps for a 
vigorous prosecution of these works and 
for the perfecting of the canal system by 
the close of the year 1898. 


I have much satisfaction in informing you 
that arrangements have been concluded 
which, if you approve, will enable the In- 
tercolonial Railway system to reach Mont- 
real, and thus share the Jarge trafic 
centering in that city. The many advant- 
anes which will flow from this extension of 
that railway are apparent, and I haye no 
doubt you will gladly approve of the pro- 


posal, 


Appreciating the diticulties oncountered 
by our farmers in placing their perishable 
food products on the Euglish market to 
good condition, my Government bas arrang- 
ed a complete system of cold storage accom. 
modation at creameries on railways, at 
ports and on steamers, by which the pro- 
ducts can be preserved at the desired tem- 

erature during the whole journey 

rom the point of production to 
Great Britain. The contracts made for 
this purpose wil! be lald before you. 


It is desirable that the mind of the people 
of Canada should be clearly ascertained on 
the subject of prohibition, and a measure 
enabling the electors to vote upon the 
question will be submitted for your ap- 
proval. 

The Behring Sea claims convention, con- 
stituted during the past year to aijust the 
damages payable to the owners of the Brit- 
ish sealing vessels seized by the cruisers of 
the United States on the high sens, has 
completed taking the evidence submitted 
to it by the respective Governments of Her 
Maleaty and the United States, and hasad- 
journed fora time to hear the arguments 
thereon in behalf of both Governments. I 
indulge the hope that a final and satisfac- 
Sf adjudication of these long delayed 
claims wiil now speedily be reached. 

The calamity which has befallen our fel- 
low-subjects has evoked a wide spread 
sympathy in this country, Ihe generous 
manuer in which the appeal for practical 
tokens of this feeling has been respondo’ to 
has elicited warm assurances of grateful 
acknowledgement from the Government of 
India, which have also been specially and 
heartily endorsed by the Imperial author- 
ities. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

The accounts of the past year will be laid 
before you. The catimates forthe coming 
year willbe presented at an early day. 
They have becn framed with every regard 
for economy consistent with the efliciency 
of the public service. I regret that the 
receipts from ordinary sources continue to 
be inadequate to meet the charges against 
the consolidated revenue. The prosposed 
revision of the tariffand the application of 
strict economy in the administration of the 
Government will, I trust, restore the equil- 
ibrium between Income and expenditure.

Where it is de- 
clared under the will that the will Is 
made in contemplation of such mar- 
riage. When the wife or husband of 
the testator elects to take under the 
will, When the will Is made in the 
exercise of a power of appointment In 
the real or personal estate thereby ap 
pointed, would not default of such ao- 
pointment pass to the testator's helr, 
executor or administrator, or the per 
son entitled as the testator’s next of 
kin under the Statute of Distributions?

SHEEP BREEDERS IN SESSION, 


Fayorable Reports of the Oldest of On- 
tario’s Stock Associations—Freight 
Rates Considered, 


Toronto, March 25. 

The Dominion Sheep Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation was in session at the Palmer 
House yesterday afternoon, the follow- 
ing gentlemen being present: J. Tol 
ton, Walkerton; John Campbell, Wood- 
ville; D. G. Hanmer, Burford; J. C. 
Snell, Snelgrove; John Jackson, Ab- 
ingdon; R. Gibson. Delaware; H. Ar- 
kell, Oxford; John Kelly, Shakespeare: 
J. Gibson, Denfilekd; R. H. Harding, 
Thorndale; W. M. Smith, Fairfield 
Plains; John I. Hobson, Mossboro; 
Prof. G. BE. Day, Royal Agricultural 
College, Guelph. 

Mr. Tolton presided and the main 
business was receiving the secretary's 
report, which was the same as that 
delivered on Tuesday at the cattle 
breeders’ meeting, which also included 
an mteresting history of the ifiception 
and prosperous growth of the Sheep 
Breeders’ Association. It is the oldest 
of the stock associations, having been 
organized 20 years ago. 

The financial statement showed a 
balance on hand of $197, against a de- 
fictt of $55 for 1895. The amount con- 
tributed for prizes at the Fat Stock 
Show In 1896 was $1147, as against $414 
in 1895, 

Messrs, R. Gibson, J. Russell and J. 
C, Snell reported regarding the winter 
show. Last year the Prince of Wales 
prize went to the Canadian Horse 
Show, but the sheep breeders are af- 
ter it this year.

Thorefore, it is absolutely necessary that 
vi assay office should bo ostablished for 
testing all the ores discovered in tho dis- 
trict, and in connection a well organized 
chamber of mines, where samples of all the 
ores assayod could be placed on exhibition 
in the cabinet of the Mining Bureau, 
labelled with the owner's name, his post- 
oflice address, the township and county 
where the ores were discovered, a copy of 
the assay showing the values, and 
any other general information pertaining 
to the special advantages for Havsloping 
and operating the mineral property. In 
order to successfully accomplish such re- 
sults in a district comparatively unknown, 
and having large areas of Government lands 
from which the pine timber has been sold 
and severed, and now found to contain 
large quantities of auriferous ores that 
could be brought into the market at an 
early date, it is necessary that the Gov- 
ernment should at once establish a free 
assay office, presided over by a Metal- 
lurgist, who is familiar with analyzing and 
assaying the different classes of ores, which 
wont inspire implicit confidence and en- 
courage the settler to prospect, and also 
attract the attention of capitalists and 
place them in direct communication with 
the mine owners. Both the Government 
Assay Office and the Chamber of Mines 
must be located in a place where the 
Register and records of the lands are kept, 
thus enabling the capitalists or their repre- 
sentatives to investigate the titles, after 
selecting from the large number of sample 
ores on exhibition in the Mining Bureau. 
This would place tho capitalist or his re- 
presentatives in a position to deal intelli- 
gently with the mine owners while on the 
property, and enable them to take immoe- 
diate steps to place a large force of men to 
open tA the mine, which would 
be the means of causing the erection of 
smelters and reduction works throughout 
the entire minoral district, and putting 
thousands of men to work who will readily 
consume all the products of the farmers 
and manufacturers, thereby giving the 
United States the independent ‘go by” 
with their selfish McKinley Tariff Bill and 
establishing prosperity within our own 
boundary limits.

MADOC'S CLAIM. 


(From an Occasional Correspondent). 
Manoc, March 24. 

That there is some interest manifested 
in the location of ‘‘ Reduction works” for 
tho Hastings Gold Fields District will sur- 
prise no one who understands what these 
works mean. ‘The first thing, however, is 
to secure the grant for that purpose. Ex- 
pert estimates put the cost at $10,000. 
Will the Government grant the prayer of 
the applicants? The importance of such 
works is admitted on all hands and it 
strikes the writer that to urge upon the 
Government to put in the supplementary 
estimates such sum ($10,000) is a first duty 
of all who have influence with them. 
Wherever they may be located within the 
county they will be of great benefit. Get 
the grant first and then present the claims 
for location. Just as desirable proposi- 
tions have been defeated by the actions of 
parties who if it could not meet their views 
in detail—should not be at all—‘trule or 
ruin ’’—** where we want it or nowhere "— 
** How we want it or not at all.” A dog 
in the manger policy that in the end always 
defeats itself. 

Let us have the reduction works some- 
where. It is of vitalimportance to the de- 
velopment of the gold district on sound 
commercial principles, Ordinary private 
assays may have a value, but the experience 
with such men as the celebrated Dr. Otway 
and others of like ilk have taught the peo- 
plo of Hastings a lesson not to be forgot- 
ten. Assays from a Government bureau 
or by professional men of standing in the 
Dept. of Mineralogy can be relied on, but 
unfortunately in many cases a long way 
off from profitable milling results, Re- 
duction works will give practical results of 
value such as are wanted by owners and 
purchasers of mineral properties. 

As to where these works should bea we 
think here that Madoc, in the interests of 
the whole district, offers the best facilities. 
It isin the centre east and west. It is 
immediately connected with the gold dis- 
trict ; Marmora on the west and Elzevir on 
the east are townships having large mineral 
interests, From Madoc cast, northeast, 
north, northwest and west branch out long 
lines of gravel roads.

A NOVEL AUTOMOBILE, 





An Odd-Looking Contrivance That Is 
Claimed to Be Practicable. 


The motor carriage that has been 
built on the lines of patents secured by 
Gotthold Langer, of St. Louis, Mo., is 
an odd looging contrivance, ‘but it is 
claimed for it that it is the only prac- 
cable automobile vehicle that has yet 
been invented, Inasmuch as it fg 
superior to irregular road conditions 
and is not limited to its usefulness to 
boulevards or perfected pavements. 
There are many novel points in the 
vehicle, none of which has been here- 
tofore utilized in vehicle construction. 
It is the only motor carriage designed 
for pneumatic tires. These will be of 
special construction, much on the order 
of fire hose, rendered practically punc- 
tureless, probably with a wire gauge 
covering on the outer surface, and 
they will be made self-inflating by 
means of an automatic pump connec- 
tion with the motor, a principle that 
has recently ‘been utilized In the con- 
struction of an English bicycle. The 
entrances to the carriage are on either 


side, through the centre of the main 
wheels, which are of a maximum 
diameter of elght feet. The inner 


Wheel or rim, which fs a whee] within 
a wheel, furnishes the bearings for the 
bedy of the vehicle i na mannez that 
is apparent in the accompanying 1il- 
lustration. 

The motor, which mmy be of seam, 
fasoline or electric power, is stored 
beneath the driver’s box and is geared 
to two drive wheels, which revolve in 
the inner rim of the large wheels in 
front of the centre. 

The motor is double geared, so that 
the power can be applied by the driver 
or motorman to both wheels sitmultane- 
ously, or to either wheel alternately, 
or insteering the carriage, the front 
supporting wheel bing pivoted to the 
under forepart of the waron In front

of the centre. The*front wheels are 
the rudder and the large driving wheels 
are opermted Like the paddle whels of 
a sidewheel steamer. 

As compared with other patterns of 
omtor carniages, the size of the main 
wheels gives greatly increased speed aa 
relative to the amount of driving powee 
requtred.

Adverting to Liberal professions as 
contrasted with their practice, Sir 
Charles pointed out the contradiction 
between Mr, Fielding and Mr, Laurier 
in their recent declarations regarding 
the duty on coal. It was clearly evi- 
dent Mr. Fielding’s recent interview 
in Montreal was manufactured for the 
occasion, to Influence public opinion In 
Nova Scotia, where the local election 
had been sprung. While Mr. Vielding 
talked protection to the coal Industry, 
Mr. Laurier’s views of free coal and 
free iron would undoubtedly prevail, 
and the coal Interests of Nova Scotia 
would be sacrificed. 

In conclusion, Sir Charles Tupper 
sald the Government would not find 
factious opposition to measures which 
were calculated to benefit the Domin:

THE PREMIER'S REPLY, 





He Rebuked Sir Chartes Tapper for Some 
Of His Heferences. 

Mr, Laurier, on rising, was received 
with loud Ministerial cheers, He im- 
mediately trotted out his old saying, 
that Sir Charles Tupper was not in 
a very happy frame of mind, although 
he acknowledg#d his courteous and 
generous reference to him (Mr, Laur 
ler’s) prospective visit to England. 

He rebuked the Opposition leader for 
styling the commissioners appvinted 
to Investigate charges of political par- 
tisanship as “Emissaries and sples.’’ 
Last session the Government had pro- 
mised that all charges of political par- 
tisanship should be investigated. This 
had been done, 

After referring to the proposed repeal 
of the present Franchise Act, a mea- 
sure of which the whole country was 
tired, he sald this was not the proper 
time to speak of the tariff, but he 
might say this: The Government would 


endeavor to alleviate the burdens 
which now pressed on the people 
without at the same time impairing 
any of the Interests which now exist. 

Referring to Sir Charles Tupp:r's 


remarks on byc-elections and alleged 
unfair dealing in those elections, he 
asked what about the Conservative

Magistrate Flint’s Court. 
A ONE DOLLAR BILL, 

W. B. Ketcheson, bailiff of Sidney, 
charges W. B. Row with the misappro- 
priation of a $1 Dill. Mrs. Ketcheson 
swore that Row came to their place and 
offered money for taxes, which she said 
she would receive. She counted the 
money and found $40.40, which was laid 
on the table. She thon put it in a box and 
placed it in a cupboard and locked the 
door. Ketcheson came home, counted the 
money and only found $39.40 in the box. 
Her boy told her that he saw the defendant 
pick up a bill from the table. The boy 
Morris swore that he saw the money 
counted, and while his mother was writing 
the receipt he saw the defendant take a 
bill from the table aud place it with his 
money and then put it in his pocket. The 
Magistrate asked the boy if he was sure 
that he did not take the bill himself. This 
seemei to be a huge joke with him, as he 
laughed and said he was sure he did 
not take it.

All these figures aro, of course, the im- 
porters’ invoice prices, representing the 
actual umount of money that went out of 
the country to pay for them, and not what 
they may have cost the consumer, or any 
other losses sustained in connection with 
their consumption. 

These figures, too, merely represent 
what was sent out during the year for im- 
ported liquors, and have no reference to 
the vastly larger quantities of Canadian 
distilled, brewed and fermented liquors 
used during the same year. 

Outside of all moral considerations—tak- 
ing the mere dollars and cents aspect of 
the question —what actual value or benefit 
had Canada to show for that two millions 
thus sent out? The money went out not 
to return ; the liquors came in and were 
consumed ; what is there left to show for 
it?

boat some distance from her displaying 
a signal of distress, She bore down to 
the boat and soon had the survivors 
on board, where everything possible 
Was done for their comfort. 

The boat which the Yanariva had 
picked up had contained 29 persons, 
but when the steamer sighted it there 
were only 16 persons alive in_ it, the 
others having died from the effects of 
exposure and hunger, 

The survivors were exhausted when 
thoy were rescued, and if the Yana- 
riva had not seen their boat they 
would all have been dead in a short 
time, Their faces were wan and hag 
gard, their eyes were bulging from 
thelr sockets, and thelr scant clothing 
hung about them in loose folds. All 
were in a condition of greatest ex- 
haustion and were unable to stant 
when they reached the deck of the 
Yanariva. Two of the number had 
lost their reason from the terrible suf- 
feings they had endured, and they had 
to be restrained by the men of the 
steamer.

Inyed, tn His Opinion,

The critical situation In the East lu real- 
ity cuuses less solleltude in England than 
the South African situation. The Cretun 
question can be settled whenever the pow- 
ers inake up thelr minds on the prectxe 
means of conciliation, but in South Africa 
there Is no evidence of any desire for peace.

Washington, March 27.—During the 
debate to-day on the new tariff, while 
Mr. Walker (Rep,) was upholding the 
merits of the agricultural schedule, 
Mr. Terry (Dem., Arkansas) asked it 
Mr. Walker claimed that the tariff 
made hens lay more eggs.

I went down from | 
the hill, where I had been watching 
the combat, and reached the entrance 
of the fort. This position was packed 


with Cretans, shouting to be let in. On 
the threshold stood half a dozeao 
Greek officers and yolunteers, holding 
the door and trying to save the garri- 
son from the mob, wild with the car- 
nage of battle. The Turkish comman- 
der, Bimbashi, through the door, re- 
quested me to Iintergere, I advised 
Bimbashi to open the door, saying I 
would do the best I could to save him. 

“Bomb after bomb from the Turkish 
gunboats passed with dreadful thunder 
over the Cretans around the fort, The 
crowd bent to the earth In hushed 
Silence as the death-bearing missiles 
came by them. They were soon up 
again and rushed for the door of the 
fort. The door was opened and I on- 
tered with four officers, There were 
forty-five men stil) living in the fort. 
In spite of every effort to hold the 
door, the Cretans kept forcing their 
way in to take the rifles. 

“Just then the whole European fleet 
at Suda opened fire on the Cretans 
crowded about Malaxa, The third 
shell knocked In one corner of the fort, 
the dust, stones and flames filling the 
alr, Turkish officers clung to my arms 
and with difficulty I dragged them t? 
the door. Just then an enormous 
shell burst open the door and the wall 
fel) In. I escaped with the Turkish of- 
ficera to the outside air and, yellow 
with dust and smoke, and with shells 
bursting In every direction, everyone 
took flight. 

“The European bombardment lasted 
only 15 minutes and only four Cretan 
insurgents were killed and twenty 
wounded. The-number of Turks killed 
is unknown, as they Were buried un- 
der the debris of the fort. Thirty-nine 
Turkish prisoners were taken to Col. 
Vassow camp. 

“The Cretans fought recklessly and 
behaved humanely, considering the 
custom for ages of killing tNe van- 
quished. The Turkish garrison made 
a good defence at first, but got de- 
moralized in the afternoon, There was 
in the fort plenty of ammunition, food 
and water. The Greek shells did no 
great damage, but frightened the gar- 
rigon. 

“After the frightful bombardment by 
the European ships, the Cretans feel 
desperate, and never whl they accept 
the form of ‘government proposed. 

“An Oltoman transport has just 
landed troops and weapons here.’ 


HELPING THE TURKS, 








Mostems Rescued by tho Powers Armed by 
the Turks and Sent to Fight. 

Canea, Crete, March 27.—The details 
of the affair at Malaxa place the pow- 
ers In a decidedly unfavorable light. 
Instead of sending a soldier with the 
notification of the admirals forbidding 
the Cretans from attacking the fort, a 
native was sent, who, when questioned, 
became entangled in 
The document was written on a dirty; 
sheet of paper, and the Cretans 
thought it might be a trick of 
Turks to prevent them from 
Malaxa. 

There is also a disagreement as to 
the neutra] zone, The Cretans de- 
clare that Malaxa was outside the 
neutral zone proclaimed by the ad: 
mirals. I have seen two 
who declare that many Moslems res 
cucd by the Europeans 1 
mus have been armed by the Turks 
here and sent out to fight the Chris- 
tinns. This is a breach of the agree- 
ment made by the Consuls with the 
insurgents. 

Letters from the chiefs at Mirabello, 
in the east of the island, declare that 
the admirals sent messages to them 
saying that it was useless to resist any 
longer, that the rest of Crete accepted 
autonomy, and that Colonel Vassos 
wus about to give in, This was cither 
a misrepresentation or a gross mistake, 
The chiefé answered that the rest of 
the island might accept autonomy, but 
they would prefer cxtermination, 








Another Bomlardment. 


There was another bombardment of 
Malaxa yesterday by the European ; 
fleet. An officer on board one of the 


men-of-war described it to me as £ol- 
lows: 

“The Turkish authorities said they 
would send three thousand men to 
occupy Malaxa. The bombardment 
was to clear the place for them. I was 
looking at the insurgents through a 
flags. They were sitting around In 
large groups, smoking, expecting no- 
thing, and looking calmly down on 
Suda. The first shell fell among them, 
and when the amoke cleared away not 
one was to be seen All must have 
been killed.

THE ISLE OF CRETE. 
Cradle of Classic Civilization—Falconer’s 
“Shipwreck'’ Poem, 


In a political view the addition of 
Crete to the smal kingdom of Greece 
would not be very considerable, though 
that island is three-fourths as large 45 
Connecticut, and is capable of suppor 
ing 1,600,000 people, as it may once 
have done. It now has perhaps 300,- 
000, or about one-tenth of the pré sent 
population of King George’s domain— 
which, by the late census, reached 
nearly $,000,000. It is a mountainous 
land, and its highest peak, Ida, Is near 
ly 7700 feet high—but 400 feet lower 
than Parnaseaus. 

In the later period of ancient Greece, 
and when first controlled by the Ko- 
mans, Crete was a species of mari- 
time Switzerland, furnishing archers 
and sailors and other mercenaries to 
the powerful sovereigns around it, The 
right of insurrection was recognized 
there by law, if the rulers were unjust 
—and usually they were. From mer- 
cenary soldiery to piracy was but one 
step, and the Cretans took it, They 
were the worst pirates in Pompey’s 
day with whom the Romans had to 
deal Even eariier, in the time of 
Polybius, they had a bad name, for he 
says: ‘Crete is the omty country in 
the world where money-making, no 
matter how, passes for honest and le- 
gitimate. If you look at the individual 
Cretans, few men are more knavish. If 
you examine the Government, there 18 
none which cherishes more unjust de 
siens.’ This is what most nations 
have to hear about themselves from 
their enemies; but there is a singular 
agreement concerning the Cretans. To 
lie was to “play the Cretan.” 

And yet the cradWe of classic civiliza- 
tion was in that mountain land; and 
its fertility has always been famous. 
Aristotle said that no position (in the 
narrow Mediterranean world) was ever 
more favorable for the establishment 
of a great empire; and Plato drew 
from Cretan soarces his ideal laws, as 


Lycurgus was sald to hawe done when | 


he reformed Sparta. Minos, the mythi- 
cal law-giver, and Daedalus, the mythi- 
cal artist, ‘werd both Cretans, and 
Zeus himself is fabled to have been 
born upon Mount Ida, named for the 
Phrygian Mountain that overlooks 
Troy. The worship of several of the 
Grecian deities came from Crete—the 
Fleusinian Ceres,for instance; Epimeni- 
des was a Cretan, and the Delphic} 
Apollo got his Pythian priests from 
the same holy isle. St. Paul 
lished a church in Crete, and it wWas]j 
for centuries an orthodox island, Ve- 
nice did what she could to make it 
Roman Catholic, and when the Turks 
finally held it, but little over two cen- 
turles ago, they did their best to mako 
it Mohammedan. The fierce orthodoxy 
of the island resisted tt; and now but 
a fifth party of the residents follow the 
crescent, and most of those are of 
Greek descent—renegades for the sake 
of gain and power, 

For the interests of learning and 
archeological research, the control of 
Crete by the Greek Government would 
be all-important. The Turks have 
latterly allowed excavations there, and 
many discoveries have been made ; 
but the difficulties of such work in 4 
Turkish’ dependency are always great. 
Twelve years ago Halbherr and Fa- 
bricius discovered the antique laws of

Amendment of the Criminal Code, 


An important measure was Introduc- 
ed into the Senate by Sir Olver Mowat 
this afternoon. It amends the Crimin- 
al Code of 1892 in severa] particulars. 
‘The clauses relating to publication of 
printing of immoral literature are 
made much more stringent. The se- 
duction clause is made to conform to 
the Impenial Act, the words, “of pre- 
viously chaste character,’ being struck 
out of the Canadian act. Section !83 
governing seduction of a ward or ser- 
vant, is made to apply to men in au- 
thority or employes in shops and 
stores, as well as in factories, mills 
and workshops. A new section Is add- 
ed prohibiting the holding of race 
meetings for a longer continuous per- 
fod than 12 days. This will shut out 
Windsor and other fromtier cities. The 
Art Union Lottery system is to be crip- 
pled by allowing only the giving of 
pictures as pfizes. *The combines 
clause is amendéd to exclude combina- 
tions of workjngmen.
